It’s all on two counts. First, the sailor 
laddies aren’t buying tickets as expected. 
The Broadway spots and de luxers have 
mistaken some of their own uniformed 
ushers for sailors, paying mariners being 
that scarce. Instead the boys are going 
into the burlesque houses, the danco 
halls and cheaper cafes. That was more 
or less expected and is usual, but the 
other angle isn’t. 

Then, to make matters worse, a lot of 
good cash customers have been weaned 
away from the box office, at least for 
the length of the fleet’s tieup here, by 
the ships themselves. At various spots 
along the Hudson, where some of the 
plane carriers are docked, and at other 
spots where launches make trips to the 
battle boats anchored in midstream, 
daily crowds have been enormous. At 
50th street, where the plane carriers are 
available to the public, lines form early 
in the morning and last as long as they 
let the free customers on. Likewise at 
the other locations, only the latter are 
bringing a mint to launch owners charg- 
ing 50 cents per. 

If that isn’. bad enough for the thea- 
ters, crowds are lining the shores of the 
Hudson wherever possible, particularly 
Riverside drive. It’s a bad break for the 
box-office boys, but a good one for some 
of the pitch workers. 

The next time the sailors get in town 
you'll hear the theater boys holler, 
“Quick Henry, the Piit—the fleet.” 


Bill Gives Bankruptey Out; 
Three Corporations Petition 


RKO, Paramount and Roxy Theater file requests on same 
day that measure is signed—permits reorganization— 
RKO has no definite plan—Para working on one

NEW YORK, June 9.—The new co 


rporate reorganization bill signed at noon 


Thursday by President Roosevelt provides a way out of possible bankruptcy for 
those theatrical companies which are at present in receivership. Such companies 
themselves were quick to take advantage of the situation. Five corporations in all 
industrial fields petitioned to take advantage of the new law on the same day that 
it was signed—and three of them were theatrical corporations. RKO came under 
the wire first. The other two were Paramount-Publix and the Roxy Theater Cor- 


poration. The new measure provides that 
all creditors are bound to accept a court- 
approved plan of reorganization to which 
holders of two-thirds of the total amount 
of claims in each class have agreed. In 
cases of debtor corporations, petitions 
may be filed without securing the ap- 
proval of stockholders or creditors. 
Otherwise a petition must be backed by 
holders of 25 per cent in amount in each 
class of claims and 10 per cent of the 
total. I1 the corporation is not actually 
insolvent, holders of 10 per cent of each 
class and 5 per cent of the total must 
okeh the petition. The new measure is 
figured as ending long and often oppres- 
five receivershins, often ending in bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. 

RKO’s petition, which was the first 
received here under the new law, was 
signed by M. H. Aylesworth, president. 
and was drawn up by Cravath, de Gers- 
dorff, Swaine & Wood, in conjunction 
with William Mallard, RKO attorney. In 
an effort to qualify for reorganization, 
the corporation stated that its liabilities 
total about $16,240,000 in gold note and

came obvious this week. Loew has or- 
dered house managers and assistants to 
become more intimate and friendly with 
employees, altho at all times they are to 
keep the employees “in their place.” ‘This 
is an aftermath of the unsuccessful at- 
tempt by Local 118 of the Theater and 
Amusement Employees’ Union to organ- 
ize Loew ushers, janitors and doormen. 


RKO has ordered two-week vacations 
with pay for its theater and nome-office 
emplovees this summer. The past four 
years RKO allowed only one week vaca- 
tion with pay. All circuit home offices are 
operating on a five-day week for the sum- 
rer now, the last (Fox) having fallen in- 
to line last month. 


Warner has been giving plenty of at- 
tention to its Warner Club activities. 
The club is a social organization estab- 
lishee by officials in all Warner branches. 

All these angles are indicative of a de- 
sire on the part of the circuits to head 
off further unionization attempts of the- 
cter and home-office employees. The

NEW YORK, June 11.—The new season may see a string of cafe-theaters thru- 
out the country that may even overshadow the time offered by regular vaude theaters. 
This may turn out to be the long-awaited “comeback” of vaudeville, the only dif- 
ference being that the talent will be shown to patrons who are seated around tables 
instead of in rows of theater seats. The remarkable success of Billy Rose’s Casino de 


Paris, the opening of his new pop-priced 
by other operators for cafe-theaters are 

Reliable sources have it that the Shu- 
berts are plotting to convert a dark legit 
house in each key city into a cafe-theater 
in the fall. There is a group now dicker- 
ing for the Craig Theater, planning to 
open it as a “Havana Casino.” 

Showmen figure that vaudefilm theater 
policies have been dying slowly but surely 
the last several years and that perhaps 
the time is ripe to avoid the headaches 
of film booking and combine the new 
vaude form with food, liquor and dancing. 
The cafe-theater may be the compromise 
that will save vaude. 

Converting theaters into cafes does not 
affect the style of presenting vaude much. 
The vaude is still presented on a prop- 
erly equipped stage. As a matter of fact, 
showmen argue that the cafe-theaters are 
really vaude houses, as they present vaude 
in its original theater form. The new 
Rose Music Hall will even run newsreels 
and shorts between vaude shows. 

From the legal angle, the fact that a 
regular theater is used, even if it is 
altered, may bring the cafe-theaters un- 


der rhe theater building laws. Tf they are 
classified as theaters, then “they may 
even be brought under the vaudeville 


code. The actor organizations AFA and 
Chorus Equity, which have AFL jurisdic- 
tion over the vaude and cafe fields, said 
last week they would not mind having 
these cafes classified as theaters. Such a 
classification would impose on employers 
minimum wages and other code pro- 
visions for performers. 

There have even been attempts tq 
Classify Rose’s Casino de Paree as a legit 
house. Legit houses recently asked the 
Legit Code Authority to rule on trade 
practices of the Casino, but the CA re- 
fused. 

Another angle is that the cafe-theaters, 
run by reputable theater operators, 
should attract a better type of vaude 
talent than regulation cafes. Many acts 
and agents now refuse to deal with cafes 
because so many are operated by fly-by- 
nighters.

Steps Being Taken To Organize 
Chi Vaude and Club Performers 


CHICAGO, June 9.—With wages and 
working conditions of entertainers in all 
fields here at low ebb, and chiseling 
agents and bookers taking advantage of 
the opportunity to unmercifully gouge 
the actor, steps are being taken to or- 
ganize the performers for the enforce- 
ment of ,the NRA code and the estab- 
Nishment of a decent living wage. 


Steps toward this end have been taken 
by two organizations, one an established 
national association of actors, the other 
a local organization that for lack of 
affiliations and other reasons appears to 
have little chance of success. The first 
of these is the American Federation of 
Actors, with headquarters in New York. 
Ralph Whitehead, president of the fed- 
eration, has been quietly checking up 
on conditions in the Middle West and 
making preparations to establish the 
AFA in Chicago, Detroit and other large 
cities. A local representative of the 
AFA informs The Billboard that a 
branch will be established here very 
shortly. 


The second organization, known as the 
Entertainers’ Provective Association, was 
conceived and established by Robert M. 
Rooney, formerly a member of the 
vaudeville team of Rooney and Russell, 
Rooney is president; Carl McBeth, sec- 
retary, and Jim Gallagher, temporary 
treasurer. Object of the association, ac- 
cording to Rooney, is to enforce the NRA 
minimum wage and to obtain better 
working conditions for the actors. A 
one-dollar initiation fee is charged and 
dues are 50 cents a month. Headquar- 
ters have been established at 439 North 
Clark street, the home of the Social 
Science Institute. 


Seeking information concerning the 
Entertainers’ Protective Association, a 
representative of The Billboard inter- 
viewed Rooney at his headquarters. He 
learned, among other things, that the 
EPA is a private enterprise of Rooney’s 
and that there is no intention of af- 
filiating with any other organization. 
Rooney declares he has the interests of 
the actors at heart, and he has set him- 
self up as a mediator in this territory, 
hoping to eventually obtain the backing 
of the actors and the NRA in his fight 
for better conditions. He has been 
working on the organization plan for 
five weeks and is understood to have 
some 70 members. He stated that 350 
performers have promised to join and 
have made a first payment on their dues 


in amounts ranging as low as five cents. 
In the five weeks he has collected $45, 
Rooney stated. 


Queried as to the advantage of join- 
ing the EPA over the AFA, Rooney ad- 
mitted there was no advantage, but de- 
clared he had assurance of backing from 
many actors and planned to take vigor- 
ous steps to enforce the NRA minimum 
wage. His earlier statement that the 
organization had the backing of the 
NRA was modified, Rooney explaining 
that he had assurance from the local 
NRA office that any complaints brought 
before it by an actors’ organization 
would be considered. Rooney explained 
that his organization is in no sense a 
union, but an independent association 
working for the actor’s interest. Its of- 
ficers are receiving no salaries now, he 
said, but salaries would be paid the 
president, secretary, treasurer and busi- 
ness agent once the organization is firm- 
ly established. Salaries to be set by vote 
of members. 


At an open meeting of the EPA Mon- 
day night at the Performers’ Club head- 
quarters a representative of the AFA was 
present and made Rooney a proposition 
to take over the EPA membership with- 
out payment of the usual $5 initiation 
fee. He explained the advantage of be- 
ing a member of an organization af- 
filiated with the AFL and having the 
backing of a national body, giving it 
far more power than any local body 
could muster. Rooney declared himself 
strongly against the idea and is reported 
to have told the assembled performers 
that if they wanted to affiliate with 
the AFL or any other organization he 
would step out. 


A circular distributed late this week 
announced an open meeting to be held 
at EPA headquarters Monday evening. 
“Several startling disclosures will be 
made,” the circular stated. 

Meanwhile there is considerable un- 
rest among the performers here, but few 
of them have the temerity to voice a 
complaint because they fear blacklisting 
by the agents and bookers. Inquiry at 
the local NRA office elicited the in- 
formation that no complaints have been 
filed since the code went into effect 
last November 27, altho it is known 
there have been numerous violations. 

General opinion among performers 
seems to be that the EPA is merely a 
sporadic attempt to organize the actors 
and has little chance of success. 


All-American

Mr. Whittle is well known in the 
South for his successful development of 
Pleasure resorts, many of which he 
operates. The company has offices in. 
Nashville and Chicago and many of the 
— States are ready to start opera- 
ions. 


This enterprise will be an amusement 
feature at the World’s Fair for not less 
than one full week. State directors are 
being appointed to operate, and the ob- 
ject is to ultimately bring the champion 
dancers of each State in the Union to 
Chicago for the national finals. Pre-

Hotel 
Versailles, Kovno, Lithuania, a four- 
week stand, and there are four-week 
stands in Riga, Latvia, and at Moscow 
and other Russian spots, which are keen 
on American talent. 

The Pittaluga Tour, booked by Teddy 
Ehrenthal of Paris, offers cight weeks of 
Italian playing time. About 80 per cent 
of the acts now there are American. 
Three outside dates in Italy are the 
Barberina, Rome; Casino Municipale, 
Campione, and the Tex, Torino. 

M. Porkay, of Budapest, is lively with 
playing time in Budapest, having the 
Parfsian Grill and Moulin Rouge and 
spots in Vienna and Bucharest. Holland, 
too, is keen on American talent, and 
many acts sign up for from two to six 
weeks. 


Guy Lombardo and His 
Royal Canadians 
This Week’s Cover Subjects 


UY LOMBARDO and his loyal band- 
sters are conceded by many to 
be the world’s foremost exponents 

of slow, sweet music. Guy is still on 
this side of 30. His brothers in what 
amounts to a family band are Carmen, 
who plays first sax and sings the solo 
numbers; Lebert, trumpeter and occa- 
sional vocalist; Victor, the youngest, 
who plays the baritone sax. 

The Lombardos were brought up in 
London, Ont. They started studying 
music at an early age. The band was 
started via school engagements. Then 
began the first tour on the Pantages 
and Keith circuits. They finally landed 
in Cleveland, where for four years they 
remained, playing the Claremont, Lake 
Road Inn, Yacht Club and Music Box. 
In 1927 they moved to the Granada Cafe 
in Chicago. Their first remote broad- 
cast, thru Station WBBM, four years 
in Chicago, led to the memorable en- 
gagement at the Hotel Roosevelt, New 
York.

802 “Rebels” File Suit in 


Supreme Court vs. Canavan 
s 


Brief charges waste and squandering of local’s money— 
regular meeting postponed until after convention— 
“rebels” object—Feinberg elected group leader 


NEW YORK, June 9.—Two principal developments took place this week in the 
situation concerning Loca! 802 of the American Federation of Musicians and the 
fight therein for local autonomy. First was the filing, in the Supreme Court, of a 
suit brought by William Feinberg and Max Arons, local members, against Edward 
Canavan, George Schroeder, Maurice Rauch, Samuel Finkelstein, William Somerset, 
Harry Friedman and James Lawnham, appointed officials of the local, charging 
them with was&®ng and squandering the funds of the local and illegal investment 


thereof. Other development was the 
postponement of the regular monthly 
meeting of Local 802, to have been held 
June 11, until after the convention is 
over and now set for June 30. Notice 
to this effect was received by members 
June 8. “Rebels” claimed it to be a 
tyrannical move, charging that the June 
11 meeting was to have been their only 
chance of getting regularly appointed 
delegates to the AFM convention, and 
that they have now lost that chance. A 
protest meeting was held at the local’s 
hall Friday, June 8, and a floor resolu- 
tion passed condemning the act. 


Edward Canavan, chairman of the 
lecal, stated that it was a usual proce- 
dure and that in view of the imminence 
of the convention and the fight on au- 
tonomy that is to go on there, the post- 
ponement was decided upon. 

As was scheduled, the “rebels” held 
their election last Monday, June 4. A 
total of 1,377 members voted and elected 
the following: William Feinberg, chair- 
man; Robert Sterne secretary; Sam Ta- 
bak, treasurer’ H. Suber, R. McCann, 
Max Arons, Sid Feldman, members of the 
governing board. It is claimed that 
1,800 is the average number of men 
voting at regular elections, a small fig- 
ure compared to the large local mem- 
bership. The “rebels” have also filed 
an answering brief to the charges pre- 
ferred against them with the national 
body by Canavan 

The Supreme Court suit against Can- 
avan et al. comprised a voluminous 
legal brief of eight pages. Highlights 
of the charges, which followed after ex- 
plaining the oreanization setup, pur- 
poses, etc., were: Members of 802 have 
paid in over $4,000,000 in dues since 
1921; “the defendants . . . have wasted 
and squandered a large amount of the 
money paid in . . . and have used and 
expended for unauthorized and unlaw- 
ful purposes a large portion . - and

that the plaintiffs are wholly ignorant 
of the amounts of money , . . wasted 
and squandered . - and that the de- 
fendants authorized the purchase, with

now worthless.” It is further alleged 
that the defendants illegally purchased 
$10,000 worth of shares in the Federa- 
tion Share Holders Corporation, now 
worth considerably less. A further 
charge is the illegal purchase, allegedly, 
of $4,000 worth of stock in the Union 
Labor Life Insurance Company, now al- 
so worth much less. 

It is further claimed in the brief, 
which was drawn up by Harry Sacker. 
labor attorney representing the “rebels,” 
that the defendants, by other acts of 
negligence and misfeasance, have wasted 
and misapplied other large portions of 
the funds and property of 802. It is 
also alleged that repeated demands for 
an accounting have heen refused. Plain- 
tiffs demand an accounting and “other 
and further relief as the Court may 
deem just and proper. . “

plan to go to the convention, where, 
altho they will have no official place.

debenture issues and about $35,400,000 
in claims, as against assets of about 
$25,000,000, most of which is made up of 
stock and notes of subsidiaries and af- 
filiates. 

“Earnings of subsidiaries have im- 
proved in recent months,” the petition 
read, “but the debtor alleges on informa 
tion and belief that there is no prospect 
that such earnings will be sufficient to 
enable the debtor to pay the amounts due 
and payable. 

“The ,debtor alleges that it has no 
means of borrowing or otherwise pro- 
curing funds sufficient to pay and dis- 
charge such amounts, so that a reor- 
ganization of the debtor is clearly neces- 
sary. The debtor believes that such a 
reorganization may be carried out more 
economically and expeditiously under 
and pursuant to Section 77B.” 

The petition will be argued without the 
participation of the company’s receiver, 
the Irving Trust Company, or of the 
receiver's attorneys, Donovan, Leisure, 
Newton & Lombard. If the petition is 
eranted it will not affect the present 
receivership, which will be continued 
under its new statutory classification, 
with the Irving Trust still in charge. 

Aylesworth said after the filing of the 
petition that the company has no specific 
reorganization plan in mind, merely tak- 
ing action promptly so as to be in a posi- 
tion to reorganize as soon as conditions 
permit it. 

In the case of Paramount, two peti- 
tions seeking the same benefit were 
filed by two separate groups. One,of them, 
which was signed by Frank A. Vanderlip 
Morris L. Ernst, Dr. Julius Klein, Duncan 
G. Harris and various others, balanced 
the assets and liabilities at $149.210,921.35 

A Paramount reorganization plan is 
now being drafted by Kuhn-Loeb & 
Company, and it is expected that it will 
be ready within a few days. It will 
then be submitted to the creditor groups 
for their okeh. 

The petition entered for the Roxy was 
filed by a noteholders’ protective com- 
mittee for the five-year secured 61, per 
cent sinking fund gold notes of the cor- 
poration. It said: “Because of its earn- 
ing and general economic condition the 
debtor is unable to secure funds by the 
sale of its bonds to the public or other- 
wise, and has neither the money nor the 
ability to borrow the money necessary to 
meet its requirements.”

Thomas Green, Newark, No. 21, both ad- 
ministration men, were elected delegates 
to the American Federation of Labor 
convention. 


A resolution aimed at the Harry Sher- 
man regime in New York Local 306 was 
introduced before the Resolutions Com- 
mittee by Joseph D. Basson, allied with 
the local’s insurgent “progressive group” 
movement, but was witndrawn by Bas- 
son after he had appeared before the 
committee and after conferences with 
leaders. 


Basson declared he had won concessions 
from the reigning organization, but said 
his fight was not finished. The 306 delega- 
tion of 11 voted in accord on the con- 
vention floor. One of the delegates, 
Harry Mackler, was a member of the 
Resolutions Committee. 


Resolutions seeking to reduce the 
compensation of the international presi- 
dent and general secretary-treasurer from 
$20,000 to $12,000 and $10,000, respec- 
tively, were unsuccessful. 


Ameng resclutions passed were one 
forbidding a local to register more than 
one “junior” or “apprentice” for each 
five regular members; one calling upon 
the National Labor Board to demand en- 
forcement of the decision of August 23, 
1933, in the West Coast Studio strike; one 
requesting the executive board to take 
action with the executive council of the 
AFL in the jurisdictional dispute between 
the Intermational Rrotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers and the IATSE and the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America and the IATSE; one 
in opposition to “dual organizations” as 
a racket. Most startling, however, was 
one asking Senators Borah and Nye and 
Clarence Darrow to investigate the labor 
policy of the independent motion picture 
theater ownérs of America and their al- 
leged violation of-Section 7A of the NIRA. 

A report of Louis Krouse, assistant 
president, on NRA codes showed the fol- 
lowing figures regarding locals: working 
within code, 493; not working within 
code, 71: tmproved working conditions, 
48; beneficial, 206; detrimental, 39, and 
organized unfair houses, 39. A graph 
offered’ by Krouse showed a sharp drop 
in the number of controversies since the 
motion picture code became effective.

NEW YORK, June 9.—Replying to magazine articies which charge stagehands’ 
greed with the downfal! of the theater, William C. Elliott, retiring president of the 
IATSE, told The Billbcard yesterday that his organization is prepared to institute 
libel suits against all future offenders. He denied the charges usually leveled against 
the stagehands’ organization, and attacked the writers of the articles. For years, ever 
since the decline of the road. the stagehands have been charged both verbally and 
in writing with causing the ruin of the theater because of their stringent rulings 


as to minimum pay and working condi- 
tions. This is the first time that the 
IATSE or any one of its officers has of- 
ficially replied to them. 

Elliott’s statement is as follows: 

“It has come to my attention that in 
the past year there have been about a 
half-dozen articles concerning the in- 
activity of the legitimate theater, in 
comparison with former years. with 'the 
blame for the plight of the legitimate 
theater being placed largely at the door- 
step of the theatrical unions, because of 
exorbitant demands for salary and work- 
ing conditions insisted upon by them. 
These various articles were read With a 
great deal of interest by me. I have ob- 
served that they all follow the same 
pattern. They are usually by some shoe- 
string producer, who is annoyed because 
the theatrical unions will not allow him 
to gamble with the services of their mem- 
bers in the hope that he may run his 
shoestring into a fortune. 


“The author usually has been con- 
nected with the theater for 20 or 30 years, 
often in some capacity such as ticket 
seller, house manager or stage manager. 
He imagines that long contact with the 
theater in one capacity gives him a 
knowledge of all phases of the theater. 
He also foolishly believes that the fact 
that he produced a play in an era when 
any fool could make money makes him 

_ hecessarily a competent showman. Un- 
fortunately, the magazines that print 
this drivel seem to fall into the same 
error. 

“These articles all conform to a pat- 
‘tern, and like all realistic fiction follow 
the familiar formula of going from the 
known to the unknown in order to make 
the unknown seem very true and realistic. 
Thus, we find that these articles usually 
start out with the incontrovertible state- 
ment that the legitimate theater is in bad 
shape; that many houses are closed and 
that the future looks dark. They then 
say that this unfortunate position of the 
legitimate theater is not due to poor 
plays, to unattractive music, to the dearth 
of popular plavers and, of course, never 
to the fact that there are few real show- 
men in the field of the legitimate theater. 

“They dismiss the new ccmpetitive 
fields of amusement that have arisen 
within the past 15 or 20 years to bid for 
the time, attention and money of the 
amusement-going public; namely, mo- 
tion pictures, radio and night clubs. 

“They also ignore the fact that within 
the last 15 years there has been a terrific 
change in our national habits, brought 
about by the perfection of the automobile 
and the building of good roads, and the 
fact that there has been a terrific growth 
in suburban populations at the expense 
cf the urban centers. All these things 
are ignored or minimized, and practically 
the entire blame for the present plight of 
the legitimate theater is laid to the re- 
fusal of the theatrical unions to cut their 
wages to ridiculous figures, and to give 
up working conditions which were ob- 
tained only after decades of struggle. 

“These authors usually argue that in 
the days of 1910, when they paid $18 per 
week wo stagehands. they made money, 
and that now, when the union scale is in 
the neizhborhood of $60 per week, they 
can no longer make money. Therefore, 
the reason they cannot make money is 
because of the high wage scales of the 
theatrical unions. This primitive and 
illogical reasoning ts commonly met with 
in barbaric tribes where the mentality of 
the natives is on a very low level: where 
cause and result are linked together by 
the sheer coincidence of time and space. 
For instance, if a black cat rums across a 
native’s path and the next day he is 
stricken with appendicitis, he would 
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blame the appendicitis on the black cat. 
Civilized people and people with any men- 
tal capacity realize that the black cat had 
nothing to do with the appendicitis. 
Similarly, altho our improvement in 
working conditions and wage scales has 
had some effect upon the operation of 
theaters, yet in the final analysis this is 
as much the cause of the present plight of 
the theater as the black cat that ran 
across the native’s path was the cause of 
the appendicitis. Indeed, the fact that 
all of these articles reveal the same type 
of reasoning might lead one to infer that 
the reason that the writers are failures as 
producers is that they do not have the 
requisite mentality to conduct their own 
business. 

“Following the usual pattern, these ar- 
ticles then recite exceptional cases where 
a man gets $60 a week for merely raising 
a curtain at the commencement of the 
show and lowering the curtain at the end 
of the show. They usually analyze a one- 
set show and set forth that for actual 
work involved a stagehand is getting as 
much as a bank president. Nothing is 
proved by these exceptional cases. The 
laws of our nation may in individual 
cases work a terrific injustice, but on the 
whole they serve the best ends of justice 
for our entire people. No one but a fa- 
natic expects us to make our laws to fit 
an individual case, nor is it believed that 
everything can be covered to perfection. 
The best that any reasonable person can 
expect is that in the long run substantial 
justice will be done for practically every- 
one. 

“The usual pattern for such articles ter- 
minates with the remedy for the legiti- 
mate theater being that members of the 
theatrical unions should be forced to 
work under conditions dictated by the 
shoe-string producer-author on a per- 
centage basis during the depression, and 
that the government should put up 
money for the shoestringers to use to 
produce shows. 

“I have never tried to answer these il- 
logical, factually unfounded attacks, be- 
cause I felt that the people who are 
really running the legitimate theater 
knew the real situation so well that an 
answer was not needed. However, when 
theatrical publications deem it the proper 
time for me publicly to answer these 
charges, whether for the general public or 
our industry, then it is my duty to do so. 

“First of all I would like to point out 
that long connection with the theater 
does not necessarily imply competence to 
criticize. If the vicious criticisms uttered 
had been by a successful, competent pro- 
ducer, such as Max Gordon or William 
Brady, men who have been successfully 
connected with the theater, that is one 
thing, but by a ticket seller, for instance, 
who is now a self-confessed flop, that is 
another. However, I do not desire to draw 
any red herrings by examining the status 
and character of the authors of these 
vicious articles, not to divert any pointed 
fingers by calling our accuser a thief 
also, so I turn to the usual formula of 
charges found in these articles. 

“The claim that the present low state 
of the legitimate theater is entirely, or 
almost entirely, due to the wages and 
working conditions insisted upon by the 
theatrical press is economically and 
categorically denied by me. I do not 
consider myself any more capable of set- 
ting forth the cure for the legitimate 
theater in its present low estate than 
any shoe-string producer, but I do think 
that the fact that there are more fingers 
on my two hands than the theater has 
showmen like Max Gordon, playwrights 
like Noel Coward, performers like Kath- 


arine Cornell or the Lunts, or com 

like Berlin is certainly a very substantial 
reason for the lack of cash customers at 
the box office of legitimate attractions. 
In my opinion, the reason for the dearth 
of first-class people connected with the 
theater in substantial numbers is the 
new and strenuous competition to the 
legitimate theater that has arisen with- 
in the past two decades in the amuse- 
ment field. Pictures grab all likely 
young performers, playwrights or com- 
posers who appear on Broadway. Radio 
does the same thing. The immensely 
larger markets of these other amuse- 
ment fields give them the economic 
strength to raid the legitimate theater 
and strip it of its talent. Having se- 
cured superior talent, these competitive 
amusement fields encroach u and 
take away the very market of the legiti- 
mate theater. There certainly have been 
terrific inroads made upon the legiti- 
mate theater audiences of 10 or 20 years 
ago by the movies, night clubs and the 
radio. For instance, there ts no theater 
in America that can today match the 
amusement that they gave away free to 
the public over the radio on Thursday 
nights during the past winter. 

“These critics also ignore or minimize 
the fact that the theater industry, like 
all industries, has been adversely and 
unfavorably affected by depression. We 
have recognized this and have taken re- 
ductions in pay and man power thruout 
the country far in excess of the general 
decline in the cost of living. Were I to 
stick to the usages of our critics, I would 
at this point take those local unions 
which have taken the greatest reduc- 
tions and cite them as examples, but I 
do not care to dc so and prefer, instead, 
simply to state that which is the true 
picture and fair thing to do, namely, 
that our reductions have exceeded the 
general drop in cost of living thruout 
the United States. 

“In my opinion, a further reason for 
the decline in the legitimate theater, 
second only to the competition with 
other amusements, is the decentraliza- 
tion of our population set up by the 
perfection of the automobile and good 
roads. The enormous growth of suburbs 
within the last 10 or 15 years was large- 
ly made up of frequenters of the thea- 
ters. People who have moved 15 miles 
from their place of business to a point 
in the suburbs, and thus have to travel 
15 miles to work and 15 miles home 
every day are loath to undertake an- 
other 30-mile jaunt to go to the theater. 
This has resulted in a series of so-called 
amateur theaters located in barns, school- 
houses and firehouses to take care of the 
theatrical needs of this section of the 
population formerly located in our ur- 
ban area and formerly served by the 
regular professional legitimate theater. 

“However, despite all of these adverse 
influences, it is still possible for the 
legitimate theater to prosper where ths 
plays and players are such as to com- 
mand the interest of the theatergoer. 
This accounts for the financial success 
of plays such as She Loves Me Not, Men 
in White, etc., and musical comedies, 
where the union pay roll is heaviest, such 
as As Thousands Cheer and Roberta. In 
the May issue of Fortune, Roberta was 
written up from a financial viewpoint. 
According to the figures set forth in 
that article, it cost $20,090 per week to 
put a first-class musical comedy on in 
New York City, which is expended as 
follows:

“An examination shows that the stage 
employees and house staff receive $2,500 
per week, or approximately 1214 per cent 
of the entire expenditure. The average 
income, according to this article, re- 
ceived was $25,000 per week, or a net 
profit of approximately $5,000 per week. 

“From my perusal of these figures I 
come to the conclusion that the labor 
bill for stage employees is only a minor 
part of the cost of producing and stag- 
ing a first-class musical comedy, and 
that even if the stage employees were 
to give their services free, with a result- 
ant saving in overhead of 124 per cent, 
if the show was not what the public 
wanted, the company would soon be 
insolvent and the theater dark, despite 
the fact that stage employees were work-

Shows Losses

Membership drops by 226 
as reported at annual meet

NEW YORK, June 9.—A startling drop 
in the production of musical comedies 


for the year was indicated at the an- 
nual meeting of Chorus Equity at the 
organization’s headquarters Monday, 
when the annual report was read by 
Dorothy Bryant. Mrs. Bryant retained 
the executive secretary post for the 14th 
consecutive year. 


The Chorus Equity files show a de- 
crease in paid-up members of 226 for 
the year, despite the fact that this year, 
during the code tangles, Chorus Equity 
was Officially recognized as representing 
chorus people in vaudeville and pres- 
entation houses. There were 428 new 
members enrolled, but practically all of 
them were from the vaude and presenta- 
tion fields. Last year the number of 
paid-up members was 1,095, and this 
year only 869. The total enrollment of 
the organization is about 5.500. 


Finances showed a parallel loss, with 
the chorus outfit going into the red for 
10 grand on the year. This, however, 
includes $4,000 that was deposited in 
the now closed Harriman National Bank, 
which was written off the books as a 
complete loss. The income of the or- 
ganization decreased $12,238.63 during 
the past year, but the loss was slightly 
offset by a decrease in operating ex- 
penses that amounted to $1,747.06. 


During the year Chorus Equity recov- 
ered $8,301.33 in claims for its members, 
which was less than half of the amount 
collected the previous year. During 
1932-33 it was $17,964.78. The decrease 
further demonstrates the decline of 
musical comedy production during the 
year. 


Mrs. Bryant went over the salient 
Points in the codes which were won for 
chorus people by Chorus Equity, chiefly 
those in the code for motion picture and 
presentation houses. A vote of thanks 
was given to NRA Division Administrator 
Sol Rosenblatt and Deputy NRA Admin- 
istrator William P. Farnsworth for their 
co-operation. 


It was also revealed that in the course 
of the year over 2,000 letters had been 
sent out by Chorus Equity to firms in 
various commercial fields in an effort 
to get non-theatrical work for unem- 
ployed members. The effort was re- 
warded to some extent. 


Other officers elected included Paul 
Dullzell, chairman of the executive 
board, and Henrietta Merriman, record- 
ihg secretary. Elected to the executive 
committee for terms of three years were 
Lou Cody, J. Harrison Puller, Mitzi 
Garner, Vivian McNamara, Elizabeth 
Morgan, Emmett O’Brien and Sunny 
Reddy. Also elected to the executive 
committee, to fill unexpired terms, were 
Edwin Marsh, Elizabeth Howson and 
Hobson Young. Young will serve for 
one year and the others for two.

“In conclusion I should like to say 
that, altho in the past, when libeled, we 
have taken no action, because of the 
financial irresponsibility of the authors 
and the publications printing such libels, 
in the future I shall consult with our 
feneral counsel] and the proper authori- 
ties concerning taking of steps to prose- 
cute the authors of these scurrilous at- 
tacks under the criminal law of the 
States in which they are published.”

Ziegfeld Estate’s 


Suit on “Follies” 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., June 9.—The 
Ziegfeld Follies, which closes on Broad- 
way tonight, is scheduled to keep on 
running here in Supreme Court, accord- 
ing to an announcement made this week 
by Bern Budd, counsel for the estate of 
the late Florenz Ziegfeld. Budd said 
that he would institute suit for at least 
one-third of the profits of the show, 
feeling that a third of the gross is due 
to the Ziegfeld name. Show was pro- 
duced by the. Shuberts, who obtained 
use of the title from Billie Burke, Zieg- 
feld’s widow. 

Budd says that the Ziegfeld name is 
the estate’s only asset to cover obliga- 
tions amounting to $500,000. He seems 
to think that the present Follies would 
go quite a way toward covering that 
amount, stating that the show’s present 
weekly gross is in the neighborhood of 
$€0.000. That's news to the Shuberts. 

The Shuberts claim that they ob- 
tained the title from Miss Burke for a 
flat $1,000, plus 3 per cent of the profits. 
In discovery proceedings before Mayor 
Robert P. Smith this week, Katherine 
Dix, Ziegfeld’s secretary, testified that 
she had heard Ziegfeld, just before his 
ceath, tell Miss Burke that he had given 
her a paper assigning to her the right 
and title to all his businesses. Miss Dix 
was unable to find the paper in Zieg- 
feld’s safe deposit vault, but said that 
Miss Burke had told her that it was still 
in existence. Miss Burke, on the other 
hand, had said that it was lost. 


P. A.-Agenecy Tie 
Worked on Clubs 


NEW YORK, June 9.—An old racket 
has been revived by press agents who 
are really flunkying for advertising 
agencies. Bona fide p. a.’s will be up in 
arms before long because of it. Not 
counting the NRA, which may have 
something to say about it. 

It works something like this: A press 
agent, having a direct or indirect con- 
nection with an agency, approaches the 
spot (night clubs generally) with an of- 
fer to work free provided the advertis- 
ing budget is increased. Publicist fig- 
ures to get his cut from the agency. 

Scheme has interesting angles. Spot's 
owner thinks he is saving money, even 
tho the p. a. frequently has the budget 
boosted to the extent that a couple 
of press men could be hired for the dif- 
ference. Owner figures the ads are 
worth more to him anyway, «nd he has 
a p. a. working free besides. It’s a 
case Of agencies actually taking the 
place of publicity syndicates or indi- 
viduals.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—With the Communications Bill finally passed by both 
the Senate and the House, it is now expected that President Roosevelt will attach 
his signature within the coming week. No hitch is expected from this end since 
the President has long asked for the passage of the measure in question. Radio 
executives, both network and indie, are virtually taking the stand that insofar as 
they are concerned officially, they don’t even know the bill has been passed and do 
not look forward to any undue complications as a result of the new bill which does 


away with the present Federal Radio 
Commission. Altho the bill called for the 
repeal of the Radio Act, subsequent con- 
ferences decided to allow the act to stand 
zs is. Amendment offered by Senator Dill 
© prevent a monopoly of broadcasting 
stations in any one community was 
dropped. The censorship section also 
remains unchanged. 


National Association of Broadcasters of- 
ficials have done considerable work on 
the measure and in their opinion the 
sever-man commission will be a big gain 
in the broadcasters’ favor. New act, how- 
ever, has a clause which prohibits a pro- 
gram originating in this country being 
sent to a foreign country by remote con- 
trol and then radioed back here. This 
hits at certain Mexican broadcast angles 
considered objectionable. 


The hottest angle on the new bill ap- 
pears to be the political factions 
squabbling over just who will be on the 
new radio commission, Several names are 
mentioned, some as sure things and 
others just as rumors. Names mentioned 
Includes that of Dr. W. M. W. Splawn, 
Col. Thadeus Brown, Capt. 8. C. Hooper, 
Judge Sykes and others. Jobs will pay 
$10,000 annually to each commissioner. 
While some congressmen are seeking to 
have certain white-haired boys favored, 
some quarters have it that President 
Roosevelt has already lined up a com- 
mission to suit himself. At any rate, not 
many of the present members of the FRC 
seem slated to remain,

NEW YORK, June 9.—Fred Waring’s 
Orchestra drops its Thursday CBS broad- 
casts for Ford auto dealers after the 
June 21 broadcast. After that time and 
until the fall Waring and his aggregation 
will broadcast solely on Sunday nights. 


Waring is playing two ballroom dates 
this summer. First is at Springfield, 
Mass., on June 29. Into this booking 
enters a good-will angle, since last year 
Waring went up to the spot on a stiff 
guarantee, but was rained out and the 
operator took a loss. This year he is 
returning, as a good-will gesture, without 
a guarantee. Band's other road date will 
be at Hershey Park on July 4. 

On June 21 Waring will play before 
1,300 people, all on the arm, at Conven- 
tion Hall, as part of a Ford dealer con- 
vention. 


English Tele Theater 


LONDON, England, June 2.—What ts 
claimed will be the first television the- 
ater is slated to open in a Lancashire 
seaside resort, with the operator to be 
an unnamed Manchester inventor, some 
time next month. Transmission is to 
come from the Irish Free State in order 
to escape the ban in England against 
broadcasting. A 20-foot square screen 
is called for. 

Inventor is claimed to be one of few 
holding an experimenter’s license and is 
supposed to have made advances on 
lines not touched by experimenters else- 
where. Hourly programs, presenting 
mainly topical items, are to be used. 


Survey Shows Sponsors Would Pay 
Twice as Much for Tele Programs 


NEW YORK, June 9.—Leon L, Litt, 
television authority, who is conducting 
a survev of leading radio advertisers in 
order to get their reactions on the pos- 
sibility of using television as an adver- 
tising medium, has reduced his answers 
to percentages to date, the net results 
and questions being listed below. 

While Litt is more optimistic than 
most tele authorities, and believes it is 
not much more than being a little over 
a year off, 14 w.-k. engineers, in a re- 
port made to the Committee on Engin- 
eering Developments of the National Ad- 
visory Counsel of Radio in Education, 
merely go on record as stating that tele- 
vision is in an “advanced experimental 
stage” and a possibility “within the 
next few years.” 

In feeling out the advertisers, Litt 
took into consideration that tele as it 
stands is a matter of local coverage here 
and there, with the fly in the ointment 
being the need of an invention that will 
“boost” the waves across country. Litt 
used the objective viewpoint in effort to 
obtain an adequate reaction and the 
six questions and percentage answers 
are civen herewith: 

1. Would your concern use radiovision 
in a broadcast of 20-mile radius, mid- 


town New York, if the cost were just 
double that of your present radio time? 

About 50 per cent of those answering 
responded in the affirmative. 

1. (b) Would a picture of your prod- 
uct shown on a screen in the home ma- 
terially help to sell your offering, war- 
ranting the double cost of time? 

Approximately 60 per cent answered 
“yes.” 30 per cent “no.” and the balance 
were in doubt. 

3. Do you think printed advertising 
will suffer or profit by the addition of 
the new media television, in combina- 
tion with radio? 

One-third of the answers to this ques- 
tion stated that printed advertising 
would profit by the addition of the new 
media of merchandising, while a similar 
proportion of the advertisers thought 
the printed media. newspapers, maga- 
zines, etc., would suffer, while the bal- 
ance (33 1-3 per cent) were undecided. 

All of those queried were unanimous 
In wishing to be informed from time 
to time as to the progress of television, 
showing a very healthy interest in the 
advent of the art. 

The final result of this survey will 
be utilized by Litt in his forthcoming 
book, Romance of Television.

RNS Hopes for Try 
At an NBC Program 


NEW YORK, June 9.—A possibility 
that news broadcasts other than those 
ratified by the agreement between the 
National Association of Broadcasters and 
the American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation might land on NBC exists. 
General Motors is reported interested in 
sponsoring, as a feature, news gathered 
by the Radio News Service of America 
and putting it on the network. NBC 
is now using the regular Press-Radio 
Bureau five-minute news flashes twice 
daily. Situation, however, is so delicate 
that it is considered doubtful of final 
promulgation. 


In the meantime Radio News Service 
is working on getting a stronger New 
York City outlet. Currently the service 
has WBNX. up in the Bronx, but several 
deals are pending which would give the 
outfit stronger local representation. 


Radio News has added several stations 
to the list using its services, with more 
pending. New outlets are: WTAX, 
Springfield, Ill.; KGKO, Wichita Falls, 
Tex.;: KFGM, Grand Forks, N. D.; KFXJ, 
Colorado Junction, Colo.; KFDM, Beau~- 
mont, Tex.: KGRS, Amarillo, Tex.; 
WSAF, Fall River. Mass. News organiza- 
tion is not concentrating on strong sta- 
tions, feeling smaller ones, in greater 
number, will give equal coverage and 
prevent too great a financial loss if 
service is canceled by some of them.

NEW YORK, June 9.—While a rehear- 
ing on the labor conditions of the Radio 
Code is to be held in Washington June 
20 before Deputy Administrator William 
P. Farnsworth, news broke here this 
week that the engineers of the home 
station, WABC, of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, ard 12 out-of-town sta- 
tions were organizing. The new organi- 
zation, which so far has no affiliations, 
is to replace the erstwhile company un- 
ion, formed, allegedly, as a result of 
pressure from higher up. 


A notice of the hearing has been sent 
out by the NRA, but while the provi- 
sions of the proposed labor code as apply 
to technicians was included, naught was 
said of the actors’ end of things as yet. 
Frank Gillmore and Mrs. Emily Holt, of 
Equity, were in Washington last week. 

On the basis of the hearinz, it will 
be decided whether the labor provision 
approved by President Roosevelt Novem- 
ber 27. 1933, will be continued, or if 
changes will be made. 


Last week engineers of WGN, Chicago, 


affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor, thru joining up with the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, Local 134. The other Chicago 
station in similar position is WCFL. It 
is expected that the CBS organization cf 
CBS men will affiliate some time in the 
future. 


End of Free N, Y. 


Remotes Now Sure 


NEW YORK, June 9.—End of free re- 
mote broadcasts of dance band programs 
emanating from desirable night spots 
took place this week when WOR ended 
its policy of giving its late musical pro- 
grams free entry onto air waves. The 
Newark station is the last to do so. At 
the same time the WOR remotes have 
been taken over by Nat Abramson, re- 
placing Robert Wilder. Latter, at one 
time publicity director of the station 
and more recently in the program de- 
partment, is no longer on the payroll. 

Now that WOR has discontinued gratis 
dance programs, no important station in 
New York has that poliey. In the early 
days of broadcasting it was a general 
custom, but in later years the networks 
and important indie stations couldn't 
see the cive away. The squeeze was put 
on and the spots paid. 

In view of the present dance band 
program battle between WMCA, New 
Yofk, and WNEW, Newark, the WOR 
decision assumes further importance. 
Both the other stations have orchestras 
on until 4 a.m. each day, but all of them 
have been paying. NBC's arrangement 
involves an agreement with the Music 
Corporation of America whereby com- 
missions are backed up against line 
charges and equalized. CBS charges 
line fees, plus. None of the stations 
charge regular time rates, obviously.

Joe Williams 
Reviewed Friday, 6:45-7 p.m. Style— 
Sports chat. Sponsor—Webster Eisen- 
lohr, Inc. Station—WABC. 


Makers of Girard cigars are calling 
attention to their five-cent product in 
the New York area via this CBS key 
outlet. Spiel includes a $5,000 prize 
to anyone who can prove that 10-cent 
quality stuff is not used in the making 
of the product. Also tickets to ball 
games and sports events are available to 
those who write the best item on the 
outstanding athlete of the week and 
their reason why. Other prizes include 
a box of 50 cigars, etc. Five cigar bands 
or facsimiles must accompany the 
nomination. Programs run from Tues- 
day to Sunday, inclusive, each week and 
the nominations must be in by the 
following Monday. Credits, of course, 
come only at beginning and end of the 
program. 

Joe Williams, head man of The New 
York World-Telegram sports writers, 
does his stuff in a matter-of-fact de- 
livery, sounding very much like Bugs 
Baer, but not attempting to be funny. 
On one day he might bewail the abso- 
lute absence of an Irish champ in any 
division of the squared circle and com- 
promise by gagging on Barney Ross 
probably being an O’Ross. On this 
particular angle he delved into the his- 
tory of some of the better known Irish 
champs of another day. On another 
occasion he dwelt on the U. S. Open 
Golf Championship matches and took 
much time out to hand a bouquet to 
Walter Hagen as compared to Jones or 
any of the other players. Hagen, he be- 
lieved, had done more for golf than any 
other American player because he trav- 
eled about and was a sort of missionary, 
always boosting the golf stocks in all 
parts of the country. 


Williams is probably announced as 
doing the only real sports column on 
the air because he does his stuff exactly 
as he might write if for his column. 
Preceding his talk and following the 
opening credit is a series of baseball 
scores of the day of local interest as 
well as racing results at Belmont Park, 
all of which is done by the announcer. 
Band ambles off with a few bars of 
Take Me Out to the Ball Game.

Norman Brokenshire returns to the 
local broadcasting firing line doing 
something new for him and something 
he says he’s wanted to do for years. 
Thus, on his own WOR spot, he’s found 
not only as emsee and announcer, but 
directing an orchestra as well. Aside 
from one question of judgment in- 
volved in the selection of a guest star, 
Dale Wimbrow, for Brokenshire’s first 
show, the half-hour spot delivers okeh 

No need to describe Brokenshire’s 
manner and delivery style. He was ina 
congenial mood on his first show and 
was entertaining all along. His music 
style is mcre or less in keeping with 
that quiet sort of spieling he uses. A 
steady fixture on the program is to be 
Helen Daniels, a singer with an average 
style. Her best number was Little Man, 
You’ve Had a Busy Day. 

It’s debatable whether Dale Wimbrow 
Geserves guest-star billing, first as to 
a question of narre value and secondly 
as to his ability to contribute to a pro- 
gram in keeping with what that desig- 
nation involves. This reviewer doesn’t 
think so, either way. Wimbrow has a 
peculiarly throaty or hoarse voice qual- 
ity that doesn’t provide a great deal of 
entertainment.

Tim Ryan’s Place 


Reviewed Saturday, 10-10:30 p.m. 
Style—Revue. Sustaining on WéZ (NBC 
network). 

Tim Ryan and Irene Noblette were 
brought to radio light recently via guest 
appearances on the Rudy Vallee-Fleisch- 
mann Yeast Hour and proved themselves 
easily to be the most important mixed 
comedy team to take a bid for ether 
fame in many moons. Since then they 
have been prominent in the Going to 
Town show NBC built to play opposite 
the Chase & Sanborn talent on Sunday 
nights, and now are favored with a 
half-hour spot on Saturday nights also. 


In this particular period the duo have 
the program pretty much to themsclves, 
altho additional talent includes the ex- 
cellent Peter Van Steeden Orchestra; 
Kathleen Wells, warbler, and the Tune 
Twisters, a hot male trio who do vocal 
and instrumental tricks in clever style. 

Title of the half hour results from the 
locale being a night club, with Ryan as 
emsee and Miss Noblette, under various 
nicknames, is the cigaret girl, precocious 
and anxious to be an entertainer also. 
Atmosphere is so nicely established and 
continuity so well written and smoothly 
developed that many a remote broadcast 
from an actual cabaret sounds like a 
studio show in comparison. Otherwise 
it might be a perfect pickup from a spot 
with a first-rate show. Talent is well 
spotted thruout the period, not too 
much of anything, but just enough, 
with Ryan also doing a straight song 
number and later giving the “dizzy” 
cigaret girl a chance to sing. Patter and 
gags went over okeh on every occasion, 
and Miss Noblette, of course, never 
wants for cuteness, much less cleverness. 

As the show stands it is an out-and- 
out steal for any sponsor for the sum- 
mer or next season, especiaily for a 
cigaret account, for which it seems made 
to order. Nothing short of an accident 
should keep this duo from being the 
standout mixed comedy hit of the 
forthcoming commercial season.

P. A’s Booking Clients With Promises

It 
will mean considerable publicity for all 
involved and press agents are looking 
forward to the trial with much pleasure. 
They figure that if they can book their 
accounts into the trial, as witnesses, 
they'll get plenty of space and won't 
have to beg at that.

Only one defendant, Cantor, will be in- 
volved in the suit. Radio Guide is au- 
thoritatively reported to have expressed a 
willingness to retract. If this should 
happen, Cantor’s position would not be 
aided, since the retraction would leave 
the onus for the statements and proof 
thereof up to the comedian. 

A further angle which may come in 
for some consideration is remarks made 
by Evans Plummer, Radio Guide colum- 
nist, in his space, a week or so after 
the Cantor telegram appeared in the fan 
magazine.

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New Song Tips 


“l’ve Loved the Same Girl 
for 50 Years” 


By Lew Brown and Lou Alter. Pub- 
lished by De Sylva, Brown & Henderson, 
Inc., New York. 


Contrary to all set rules in the song- 
writing sphere a lengthy title is not al- 
Ways an assurance that such a procedure 
will spell the quick demise of a com- 
position whether designed for popular 
or building favor. Numerous instances 
can be recorded where verbose captions 
have rung the bell of approval even in 
spite of pessimistic opinions held out by 
their sponsors and creators. Evidently 
Lew Brown, an old hand at the game, 
has disregarded this alleged handicap 
by taking a decided departure from his 
usual custom of brevity in naming his 
various writings in verse and melody. 

He has revived an old-fashioned 
theme, to us never dated if we are to 
indorse sentiment that seems invariably 
fresh and human, and turned it into a 
composition that is bound to find many 
listeners. Not that it will set the world 
on fire or gain extensive monetary 
laurels. However, we can predict for it 
a long life even if its appeal and message 
happen to fall on dull ears and unre- 
ceptive hearts. It recites the tale of an 
old man who compares his golden jubi- 
lee of marital bliss against the vacillat- 
ing emotions of modern couples who 
treat marriage as something to barter 
and exchange at will. 


“I Ain’t Lazy—I’m Just 
Dreamin’ “ 


By Dare Franklin. Published by 
Isham Jones Music Corporation, New 
York. 

Ostensibly this number must be 
classed as a lament; a song that, while 
essentially parading as a ballad, is noth- 
ing more than a work in which the 
“blues” plays a leading part. In regard 
to the story it unfolds (and it has a 
tale to tell) it is in a vein the reverse 
of Lazybones. If one is still able to re- 
call that effort it will be remembered 
that it was all about an indolent chap 
whose manners and habits appropriately 
fitted his character. Where in that 
instance it was a direct accusation here 
we have an appeal for vindication. 

In point of the tune the impression 
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gleaned is that it is quite odd. Especially 
in the chorus, which varies only oc- 
casionally, except here and there to give 
some respite to the lower register and 
runs. Intermittent turns aid in reliev- 
ing the sameness, altho its chances 
would have been enhanced by a few bet- 
ter balanced strains. This should not 
be construed as harsh criticism. Un- 
doubtedly the orignal idea was to make 
it at variance with current effusions 
disseminating a similar theme. Whether 
this has been successful the good offices 
of bands and orchestras will have to de- 
termine.

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Chow Mein Joints 
Coming Back Again 


NEW YORK, June 9.—Chinese res- 
taurants, which even more than the 
average eatery suffered by the depres- 
sion, are on the way back. It presages 
well for performers, for many places 
that gave up floor shows and more that 
had none in the past will start booking 
acts this fall. 

High overhead entailed by the chow 
meineries brought plenty of woe when 
the noodles fell off in demand. First 
thing to go were the floor shows, then 
the bands. While the money paid by 
the places never amounts to anything 
sensational, it still provided considerable 
employment that has been sadly missing 
since. 

According to an operator of one place, 
his business was formerly gaited to 
around $30,000 monthly. It fell down, 
he sez, to days when he didn’t even 
gross $200. Many other places record 
similar tales, and it was no novelty for 
the waiters to work for months without 
seeing any money other than the tips. 

Right now is the off season for 
Chinese. In the fall, however, they ex- 
pect to go back to ringing cash registers 
again as they have been in the last 
few months.

Don Bestor has considerable to do 
with the enjoyability of the place. He 
is a genial and pleasant maestro and 
his music defies sitting. That goes even 
for the a. k.’s who attend. Band has 
three vocalists, two straight singers and 
one comedy worker. Latter is Ducky 
Yuntz—no foolin’—who is in a way to 
become a favorite. He has a somewhat 
funny-looking pan and when working 
muggs his way okeh to laughs. The 
other singers are Joy Lynne and Neil 
Buckley.

NEW YORK, June 9—The License Department is slowly developing into a 
complaint bureau for the hearing and disposition of controversies between perfornf- 


ers and agents or performers and theaters 


Commissioner Paul Moss heard two 


cases yesterday, Harry Hershfield against Edgar Allen and Chilton and Thomas and 


the William Morris Agency against the Lafayette Theater. 


A third case, Victor Chen- 


kin, concert artist, against Adolph Goldberg, Bronx agent, was not heard inasmuch 


as the defendant was out of town. The 
being paid off on a job of toastmaster 
at a bachelor dinner given to Irving Geist, 
dress manufacturer, February 14, at the 
Ambassador Hotel. He was engaged for 
the date by Edgar Allen at a special price 
of $75, which money Hershfield turns 
over to charity as is his policy on money 
obtained from such functions. 


After hearing Allen testify that it was 
not his intention to chisel Hershfield, but 
that the difficulty was the result of his 
not being paid off in full by the bachelor 
dinner committee, Commissioner Moss 
ordered Allen and Ed Davidow, who was 
subpenaed as a witness, to get the $75 
to Hershfield within 48 hours. Moss 
stated at the hearing that such prac- 
tices must stop and that he intended to 
have all agents licensed before long. 

Carol Chilton and Maceo Thomas, aided 
by the Morris Agency and its counsel, op- 
posed the Syndicate Land and Develop- 
ment Company, owner of the Lafayette 
Theater, Negro house in Harlem. The 
dance team charged nonpayment of 
$1,000 due them for playing the house 
the week beginning May 26 with Lew 
Leslie’s Blackbirds of 1934. They pro- 
duced a box-office assignment for the 
$1,000 signed by Leslie and Frank Schiff- 
man, manager of the theater and as- 
sistant treasurer of the ownership group. 

The act testified that Leslie owed them 
about $1.400 on the 12 weeks they ap- 
peared with his unit and that was the 
reason they secured the assignment at the 
Lafayette. Schiffman told Mess that he 
did not pay the act off because his deal- 
ings were all with Leslie and not with 
Sepia Guild as was brought out later. 
‘His reason for not paying off was because 
many of the Biackbird principals did not 
show up at the Lafayette, resulting in an 
inferior show, and the house only grossed 
in the neighborhood of $5,000 on the 
week when it was customary to do from 
$12,000 to $17,000 with a Leslie produc- 
tion. The unit was in on a 60-40 per- 
centage arrangement. 

Moss, after hearing the long-winded 
testimony of both sides, reserved decision 
until this Wednesday. He asked Thomas, 
when the latter made mention of it dur- 
ing his testimony, to bring evidence that 
other acts were not paid off by the 
Lafayette. Schiffman was asked to pro- 
duce the copy of the contract with the 
unit. The theater is liable to the loss or 
suspension of its license if ruled against 
by Moss. 

The Chenkin case concerns the latter’s 
not being paid $150 for playing the Shu- 
bert Theater, New Haven, April 22, and 
another $150 for playing the Rolland 
Theater, Brooklyn, March 27. Goldberg, 
a resident of the Bronx, acted as the 
agent both times.

He got affidavits 
from Ida Weeks and Bobbie Barnett, of 
ee to the effect that they weren’t 
paid. 


Sands paid off the $180 in full on May 
7. He had a friend called George Mc- 
Laughlin, of the NRA, who signed the 
receipts for the money, and McLaughlin 
is suppesed to have said that he turned 
the money over to Chorus Equity. The 
Billboard checked up with Chorus Equity; 
Dorothy Bryant knew nothing about the 
$180. A checkup with McLaughlin re- 
vealed that he had the money in his pos- 
session. 


Sands now wonders why they were in 
such a hurry to get the money from him, 
when it is now over a month ago and 
the girls have not been paid off. 


Indie Agents Ask 
Loew Agents’ Aid 


NEW YORK, June 11. — The indie 
agents’ association is complaining that 
Loew agents sell to indie bookers for 
under-code salaries. Don Sherwood, sec- 
retary, wrote to the Loew agents’ asso- 
ciation Saturday, asking it to request 
its members not to sell under code. The 
indie agents’ association claims its mem- 
bers are observing the rule to boycott 
under-ccde indie bookers, and that out- 
side agents are ruining their efforts. 

The association, at an executive meet- 
ing Thursday, decided to try to bring in 
all indie agents not already members 
and has dropped the %25 initiation fee 
for 2 month. New members can come 
in for $5, including dues for first two 
months. Boston agents coming here 
regularly will also be invited to join. 


B&K Win Garnishment Suit

AFA Club Pact 
Being Revised 


NEW YORK, June 11. — The local 
private entertainment bookers and the 
American Federation of Actors made con- 
siderable progress this week in ironing out 
details of their “trade agreement.” The 
stancard contract form was revised and 
clauses of the agreement altered and 
submitted to the bookers for their okeh. 


Fredric Watson, secretary of the Enter- 
tainment Managers’ Association, said: 
“All legitimate private entertainment 
managers should welcome the agreement. 
There is nothing in its basic principles 
that will not be extremely beneficial to 
managers and actors.” 


Watson says the agreement will be a 
great step toward stopping booking of 
club shows by actors, as actors found 
guilty of this practice by the AFA will 
not be booked by managers until the 
case is properly disposed of. Watson says 
the club booking field is in its worst con- 
dition and that the trade agreement is 
“the best thing that has yet come to 
the actor.” 


More Chorus Girl 
Code Complaints 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Two more pro- 
ducers will be called before the NRA 
Labor Board to snswer charges made by 
Chorus Equity. 

Organization has filed a complaint 
against Whitehorse Tavern Productions, 
Inc., claiming seven members of the girl 
line in the Up Peps the King unit re- 
hearsed five weeks and only played a 
week and a half. Claims of the girls 
range from #101 to $131. 

Other complaint was filed against the 
Charles King Temptations of 1934 unit, 
claiming four members laid off 23 days 
and the girls did not get code salary 
for the closing date in Albany.

Extended 6 Months

Charlie Maddock visited the Regional 
Labor Board Thursday and reported that 
he found a favorable reception. He said 
that even this group admitted that 
vaude should have its own code, and, 
furthermore, that it was his contention 
that the Board could not carry thru on 
enforcement. 


The organization wired General Hugh 
S. Johnson, head of the NRA, for a sepa- 
rate code, quoting him from a daily 
newspaper, where he was reported to 
have said that all industries, large or 
small, should have their own codes. Sol 
Rosenblatt, Division Administrator, re- 
plied for Johnson, saying: “I have care- 
fully noted your statements and beg to 
advise that with respect to vaudeville 
labor we do not intend such labor to 
be sweated.” 


Maddock wrote Rosenblatt, saying that 
he evaded the issue, and the windup 
was when William Farnsworth, Deputy 
Administrator, sent an answer. Farns- 
worth stated that he thought the UPDA 
misinterpreted Johnson’s newspaper 
statement, saying that it was meant for 
industries separate and distinct and not 
integral or component parts of other 
industries, such as vaude is of the mo- 
tion picture industry. 


AFA Plans Branches 


In Six More Towns

can Federation of Actors will tackle 
Washington, D. C.; Pittsburgh, Detroit, 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Louis.

NEW YORK, June 11.—The minimum 
wage and other labor provisions of the 
vaude code are being enforced in a small 
degree only on dates booked out of this 
city, a checkup reveals. The code is still 
being ignored completely by exhibitors, 
bookers and agents out of town. 
Boston the agents complain that only 
a couple of bookers observe the mini- 
mum wage. In Detroit acts have writ- 
ten the NRA asking whether the code 
applied to their city. In other major 
cities, acts have to depend, as usual, 
on their value to the booker, and no 
code helps them. 

In this city whatever action there has 
been on complaints of code violations 
has come mainly thru pressure from the 
actor unions, American Federation of 
Actors and Chorus Equity. The indie 
agents’ association, acting on its own, 
has persuaded indie bookers to observe 
the code more carefully and now reports 
that all major indie bookers are living 
up to the code. 

Chorus Equity won another case this 
week when Billy Rose paid off the line 
girls of his Sweet and Low unit. The 
organization filed a complaint with the 
Regional Labor Board last month, claim- 
ing the chorus was not paid for a layoff 
week of April 20. The 15 line girls have 
notified the NRA that Rose has settled 
with them. Several other Chorus Equity 
complaints are on file with the labcr 
board and more are being prepared by 
Dorothy Bryant, secretary of CE. 

Meanwhile attempts to enforce the 
vaude code, so far as the actor is con- 
cerned, have revealed many obstacles. 
Most acts are afraid to file a signed 
complaint. Most contracts involved are 
tricky and allow the act little legal 
ground for action. Many units are owned 
by corporations and it is difficult to find 
the right parties to sue. The legal re- 
sponsibility of an att owner who signed 
a contract for a sum that couldn't pos- 
sibly allow paying each member code 
minimum has not been fixed by the 
Code Authority or the labor boards. The 
responsibility of agents and bookers has 
not been fixed by any code clause. The 
Code Authority has, up to now, done 
nothing to settle the many controversial 
interpretations of code clauses. The 
local labor board, which has handled 
most vaude complaints, lacks men who 
understand vaude conditions. 


Code Operates 
On Detroit Vaude 


DETROIT, June 9.—An opinion that 
definitely places the vaudeville code in 
operation over local vaude houses was 
issued this week by C. W. Van Blarcom, 
legal adviser to the NRA compliance di- 
rector, upon the petition of the Detroit 
Entertainers’ Association. Van Blarcom 
held that shows “in local neighborhood 
houses are not rep or tab” and that 
the code minimum wage should be paid. 

However, he could not decide whether 
the $7.50 minimum a day applied to a 
single performance or to a full day’s en- 
gagement. He is awaiting a detailed 
definition from William P. Parnsworth, 
deputy administrator. 

The appeal to Farnsworth was origi- 
nally made by the DEA six weeks ago. 
Meanwhile the vaude code is not being 
observed locally in many houses.

NVA drive ended five weeks ago, the 
amount collected has not yet been an- 
nounced and the NVA clubhouse ts still 
operating on the cuff. The clubhouse, 
run by the NVA, Inc., has not paid salaries 
or expenses the last 10 weeks. This week 
it posted notice that the three floors of 
rooms will be closed down. Henry Ches- 
terfield, secretary of the clubhouse, is 
still trying to persuade the circuits to 
live up to the contract between the 
NVA, Inc., and NVA Pund. 

The NVA Fund this week paid up debts 
incurred by the NVA sanitarium since 
Money ran out last October. The sani- 
tarium has been running on credit and 
on a smal] cash loan secured in April. 
The NVA Pund office at 1600 Broadway 
is understood to have been financed the 
last few months by Pat Casey. Now, with 
the new drive money in, it is expected 


that this will be straightened out. It ts 
understood that the drive this year 
netted around $200,000. A. P. Waxman 
has been retained on the Fund pay roll 
to induce scattered indie theaters to make 
NVA collections, even tho the drive is 
Officially over. 

There will be a shakeup of the NVA 
Pund personnel soon. Herman Levine, 
put on the NVA Pund pay roll by Harold 
Rodner, new executive vice-president of 
the Fund, has been studying the opera- 
tion of the Fund offices. Rodner is un- 
derstood to be anxious to have the Fund 
administer all charity funds directly in- 
stead of thru the NVA, Inc. If this is 
achieved, then the NVA, Inc., could be cut 
off, as it would have only one function 
left, to provide social activity for mem- 
bers. And the circuits definitely op- 
posed to further of the NVA’'s 
social activities. 


Sherman Must 
Alter Contraet 


Moss giving him 10 days— 
act’s lawyer may ask re- 
view because of dismissal

NEW YORK, June 9.—Eddie Sherman, 
Philadelphia booker, will have to draw 
up a new vaude contract within 10 days, 
the request coming from License Com- 
missioner Paul Moss. This follows on 
the heels of the commissicner’s dismissal 
last week of the complaint of John 
Hickey and Harry Anger against Sher- 
man, which was exclusively printed in 
last week’s issue. Moss revealed this to- 
day, saying a more formal statement on 
the Sherman case has been made than 
just a bare decision of dismissal. The 
formal statement is to be mailed to the 
parties concerned. 

I. Robert Broder, who _ represents 
Hickey & Anger, owners of the Words 
and Music unit, brought out at the orig- 
inal hearing that the Sherman contract 
was inequitable and was never approved 
by the commissioners, which is in viola- 
tion of the agency law. The commis- 
sioner agreed, but hesitated to take the 
drastic action of revoking or suspending 
Sherman’s license. To dismiss the case 
and then call for a new contract from 
Sherman is inconsistent. 

Broder is anxious to get a favorable 
decision for his clients from Moss so 
that he could present it as evidence in 
a civil suit against Izzy Rappaport and 
Sherman. There is a _ possibility of 
Broder filing a writ or certiorari, which 
would ask the Appellate Division for a 
review of Moss’ decision. 

Moss intends to carry thru on his plan 
to have the bookers use nothing but an 
equitable contract, and will start on his 
plan after he gets thru with the licens- 
ing of agents. He will call on Maurice 
H. Goodman and other theatrical law- 
yers to help him in drawing up an equit. 
able contract, with demand it be used by 
all licensed booking offices. 


Chi Oriental Is 
A B&K Headache 


CHICAGO, June 9.—That the Oriental 
will discontinue vaude seems likely, al- 
tho denied by Balaban & Katz. Since 
going into stage shows several weeks ago 
the losses are said to be in excess of 
$100,000. 

House expense probably hits $17,000, 
while receipts have settled around 
$11,000 and $12,000. Handicap is in 
fixed expenses that cannot be cut.

Miss Goodelle, last heard 
chirping for Buddy Rogers, is a swell 
number. She’s got looks, personality 
and a sweet pair of pipes that go nicely 
with pop tunes.

Count Bernivici has his own brand of 
vaude on the State stage, a unit going 
by his name and sponsored by Harry 
Rogers. Chicago-New York commuter.

Trimmed to a solid 59 minutes, which 
is not a difficult job when it’s a matter 
of adding or taking away specialties, 
Only conceivable unfavorable point is 
soft pedal on singing.

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Equity Calls for Referendum 
On Extension of Right to Vote 


Disputed amendment to be referred to membership at 
large—vote declared a tie—ballots will be delayed for 
a few weeks—new council’s first meeting 


NEW YORK, June 9.—Eguity council, at its meeting Tuesday, officially provided 
for a referendum to be taken on the first of the four amendments presented by the 
“average-actor-representation” group at the annual meeting last week, and at the 
same time agreed that the result of the vote on that amendment, brought in by the 
tellers as 121 to 120 in its favor, was incorrect. One vote thrown out should have 
been counted, the result being a 121-121 tie. The amendment in question provides 
that any member of Equity holding an excused card and in arrears in dues for not 


more than a year may have the right to 
vote. It was vigorously opposed by the 
council, which offered an _ alternate 
amendment giving such members the 
right to attend meetings. The council is 
able to throw it into a referendum be- 
cause of the Equity ruling which pro- 
vides that if the vote on a suggested 
amendment is less than a 750 quorum, 
then the council may call for a revote 
by mailed ballots, participated in by the 
entire Equity membership. 


The council meeting, at which were 
present the six “average-actor” leaders 
who were elected to the council last week, 
officially decided to call the referendum, 
particularly in view of the tie vote. It 
will be, however, several weeks before 
the ballots can go out. They must be 
drawn up in some manner that will ex- 
plain the situation to the general mem- 
bership, they must be gone over by the 
legal department, and then the council 
must okeh them in their final form. It is 
probable that some time limit will be set 
for the return of the votes, but precisely 
how long it will be is up to the council. 
It is expected that it will be about 60 
days. 


The original announcement of the vote 
on the amendment was thrown out when 
it was found that one member whose vote 
had been disqualified was actually in 
good standing. She had been questioned 
by the “average-actor” tellers because she 
was behind $1.25 in her dues and the 
matter had been brought before Paul 
Turner, Equity counsel, who ruled her 
ineligible to vote However, it was later 
discovered: that she had paid the $1.25 
immediately before the annual meeting, 
with affidavits furnished to that effect. 
“There is no doubt that the tie vote is the 
correct one,” one of the “average-actor” 
councilmen said today. 


Fireworks that had been expected at 
the council meeting were not forthcom- 
ing, with a rumor making the rounds on 
the street that all those attending had 
been requested to keep all proceedings 
secret. It was believed that “average- 
actor” complaints about the conduct of 
the annual meeting would be made and 
that certain old-line Equity members 
would come in for censure from the same 
source for reported activities lobbying 
against the proposed amendments. 


It was also expected that the “average- 
actor” councilmen would make an effort 
to have another general meeting of the 
membership called this month, so that 
various resolutions of the group might 
be brought up. No action was taken on 
this, however, and it is now figured that 
the next general meeting will be early in 
the fall There are four general mectings 
a vear, provided for in another “average- 
acter” amendment which was passed. At 
the fall meeting, it is thought, the other 
resolutions will be brought up, including 
those having to do with unemployment 
insurance, the control of agents, more 
stringent bond provisions and various 
other questions that have heen in- 
vestigated by the “average-actor” group. 


It is expected that the group will cam- 
peaign in favor of its amendment, once 
the referendum gets under way. Mean- 
while, various “average-actor” resolutions 
will be brought up before the council by 
the group’s members on that body. No 
definite action was taken Tuesday on the 
one resolution that was brought up at 
the annual meeting and referred to the 
council for decision. It has to do with 
regulation of pay cuts. 


“Follies”? for Chi in August 


CHICAGO, June 9.—The Ziegfeld Fol- 
lies, which ends its Broadway run to- 
night, will open a Chicago engagement 
the first week in August, probably at the 
Grand Opera House. 


“Cavaleade” in Coast Legit 


PASADENA, June 9.—Cavalcade had 
its American stage debut here Wednes- 
day night before an enthusiastic audi- 
ence at the Pasadena Community Play- 
house under the management of Morris 
Ankrum. Alma Lloyd, daughter of 
Frank Lloyd, who directed the screen 
production, played the lead, with others 
in the cast of 202 including Doris Lloyd, 
Ralph Freud, Sherley Simpson and 
Eric Snowden. Cast was largest in the 
history of the playhouse and additional 
dressing rooms had to be provided in 
near-by tents. Stage crew engaged was 
insufficient for the numerous and heavy 
scene changes and various Hollywood 
notables present went backstage when 
a hurry call was sent out and pitched 
in. They included Victor Jory, Onslow 
Stevens and others. 


No Bars for Theaters Until Law 
Is Changed, Mulrooney Announces 


NEW YORK, June 9.—Monday’s meet- 
ing of representatives of the theater 
with Chairman Edward P. Mulrooney of 
the State Alcoholic Beverage Control 


Board, in an effort to get an official okeh 
on bars in theaters, resulted only in a 
statement from Mulrooney that such an 
okeh was impossible under the present 
law, as predicted last week in The Bill- 
board.. In the theatrical delegation were 
William A. Brady, who acted as spokes- 
man; Dr. Henry Moskowitz, Frank Gill- 
more, Max Gordon and representatives 
of the musicians and stagehands. 


Mulrooney’s stand was simply that the 
present law allows no loophole whatso- 
ever for theater bars, and that changing 
the law is up to the Legislature, not 
the board. At present the sale of alco- 
holic beverages is specifically restricted 
to restaurants, hotels, clubs, railroad 
cars and vessels, each of which is strictly 
defined. 


An effort will be made by theatrical 
groups to have the law changed, but it 
will be impossible to do anything before 
January 1, 1935, when the next regular 
meeting of the Legislature is scheduled. 
It might be possible to get the question 
taken up at the special session called for 


next month by Governor Lehman to pro- 
vide for the reorganization of county of- 
fices, but to do that the Governor would 
have to announce the intention before- 
hand. And the theatrical interests don’t 
want to ask him to do that, feeling that 
if their request were made it would open 
the floodgates for countless other re- 
quests of a specific character, until Al- 
bany would be swamped by them. 


Brady, in arguing fcr theatrical bars, 
cited instances in London in which the 
bar paid the rent for the theater. The 
renewed life that would be given to 
theatrical activity was also stressed. 
Mutrooney said that the average inter- 
mission time in the theater was only 26 
minutes for the evening, and that he 
questioned whether enough could be 
taken in in that time to make it worth 
while. He also revealed that since the 
announcement of the managers’ inten- 
tion to try to get bars he has received 
many protesting letters. Most of them 
were from women. 


Mulrooney himself is favorably in- 
clined toward the bars, tho he is powers 
less to do anything in the matter. He 
said, however, that he would support an 
effort to change existing legislation so 
that the bars might be permitted. 


FRO OUT FRONT

It may be thought that this reporter committed sufficient mavhem upon one 
of the theater’s reigning gods in his original review of Mary of Scotland, without 
becoming an accessory after the fact at this late date. In the original review it 
was gently suggested that Miss Helen Hays, beloved of countless devotees, gave a pretty 
bad performance in the title role, sinking undramaticallv beneath the waves of Mr. 
Anderson's flowing pericds, giving neither clarity nor vision to Scotland’s Frenchified 
and whitewached queen, and losing, in the surface lilt of her delivery, much of the 
drama and beauty inherent in Mr. Anderson’s lines. It was also suggested that, 
between Miss Hayes and the incredibly muffling direction, Mr. Anderson’s moving 
justification became a dull and lifeless stage picture, thru no fault of his own. 


Having worshiped at Miss Haves’ glamorous shrine theretofore, your reporter was 
a bit hesitant in making those statements. When paeans of critical praise for the per- 
formance rose up about his ears, he thought with relief that he was wrong. Now, 
however, he knows that he was right. Miss Margalo Gillmore took over Miss. Hayes’ 
part last Monday ana your reporter witnessed one of her performances. 


All of the beauty and grandeur and intrinsic drama of Mr. Anderson’s play now 
come thru with full and moving force. There is clarity and understanding and 
complete expression of both the character and the lines. Miss Gillmore makes Mary 
a believable person, even in her present whitewashed form; she makes her speeches 
ring not only with the beauty of poetry, but with the clarity of understanding and 
the powerful impact of drama. It isa sweeping, believable. detailed and magnificently 
moving performance. For both Mr. Anderson and the customers it is worth 10 of the 
original. Miss Gillmore does not sink beneath Mr. Anderson's poetical waves; she 
rises to them gallantly, bringing forth from their depths all of the beauty and sensi- 
tive understanding that were heretofore buried beneath. 


Philip Merivale was an excellent Bothwell to Miss Hayes’ Mary, bringing from 
Mr. Anderson's lines all that Miss Hayes failed to bring. His performance rated in 
this corner among the 10 best of the season. He is now replaced by Mr. Stanley 
Ridges, and, while the beauty and flow of the pcetry lose somewhat, the belief of the 
character gains. Mr. Ridges is more earthy, more human, more boisterously real 
than Mr. Merivale. On the whole his substitution, far from detracting from the 
drama, adds to it. 


Also an improvement js the substitution of Mr. Lowell Gilmore in the Darnley 
role. Mr. Gilmore does an excellent job. He is one of the most promising of our 
younger actors. 

Miss Helen Menken, in the midst of these substitutions, continues with her ex- 


cellent work as Elizabeth. bringing belief and subtlety and even sympathy to an 
underwritten and monotone part. 


Speaking of Mary of Scotland (as Mr. R. V. Steele also does in a recent letter), 
there are two sides tc the question of the play’s merit. That is clearly and rationally 
demonstrated by Mr. Steele. He voices a sour note in the midst of the hymn of 
critical praise, and whet is more, he gives reasons. They are interesting, and, some 
time during the dull summer days, they may be reprinted in full. At least they 
ought to start an argument. 


AmateurStoek 
Relief Project 


Actors won't get paid, but 
directors will—shows play 
fleet—emergency meets 


® 

NEW YORK, June 9.—The drama de- 
partment of the Works Division of the 
Department of Public Welfare is being 
extended to include amateur stock com- 
panies, according to statements issued 
this week by George W. Junkin, its 
director. Questions of how amateurs can 
obtain relief work are answered by the 
statement that the casts will not get 
paid, but will be under the guidance of 
professional directors, who will receive 
cash for'their efforts. The plays pre- 
sented will be for children. 


According to plans, there will be at 
least five amateur groups, to be recruited 
from drama departments of schools and 
colleges and various little theater groups, 
with the DPW already in possession of 
the names of 700 likely candidates. Fig- 
ured that the actors will be sufficiently 
compensated by the experience they 
gain. Dates will be played when, as and 
if they arise. 


Six plays have already been definitely 
scheduled for the repertories of the com- 
panies, with an effort now being made 
to add others providing that the authors 
will waive royalties. The six now set are 
Rip Van Winkle, Treasure Island, Robin- 
son Crusoe, Dick Whittington, Aladdin 
and Whappin’ Wharf. 


Headquarters of the profect are at 
the Church of All Nations, at 9 Second 
avenue. All the companies will be re- 
hearsed there. 


This week one of the regular relief 
plays mace its debut for the fleet, The 
Patsy company playing aboard the air- 
plane carrier, U. S. S. Langley, docked 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, and later 
the U. S. S. Louisville. Possibilities of 
squawks from theater men were antici- 
pated by a rule allowing only those offi- 
cers and men who would have to stay 
on board anyhow to witness the per- 
formance. That avoided possible kicks 
that the performance might be taking 
away some of the much-sought navy 
trade from the theaters. Next week The 
Fall Guy and The First Year will play 
several of the ships anchored in the 
Hudson. 

Meanwhile the group of unemployed 
and relief project actors which was re- 
cently formed met again Monday in the 
Union Church and decided to call the 
organization the Actors’ Emergency Asso- 
ciation, after the suggested name of the 
Actors’ Unemployed Association had 
been voted down. The meeting voted 
enthusiastically to further all possible 
relief plans suggested either by Equity 
itself or the “average-actor-representa- 
tion” group within Equity, but stressed 
the fact that immediate relief was what 
it wanted. Members pledged themselves 
to work for further relief and the in- 
crease of the present project. 

Equity itself came in for a bit of cat- 
calling when it was stated from the floor 
that the organization did little or noth- 
ing to help its unemployed membership, 
most of the time sitting on the other 
side of the fence. Also assailed was the 
present relief project, on the grounds of 
its small extent and the manner in 
which it picks its players. 

The Actors’ Emergency Association is 
an affiliate of the Associated Office and 
Professional Emplovees’ Association. 


Shakespeare Clicks 
At Century of Progress 


CHICAGO, June 9. — Shakespearean 
performances done at the Globe Theater 
at A Century of Progress proved highly 
successful in their first week. Both from 
an artistic and a financial standpoint 
the week was eminently satisfactory. 

The plays presented are condensed 
versions running 45 minutes. In the 
company’s repertory at present are The 
Taming of the Shrew, which was used 
at the dedicatory performance; Julius 
Caesar, A Comedy of Errors and A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream. John A. Willard 
and Carl Benton Reid do excellent work 
in leading roles.

Semi-Pro “Hedda” 


NEW YORK, June 9. — On Monday 
night Josef G. Geiger presented a revival 
of Hedda Gabler for a week’s run at the 
little theater in the Roerich Museum on 
Riverside drive, with a Broadway house 
planned later if the success of the pro- 
duction warranted it. The presence of 
the fleet in the Hudson made the inter- 
missions interesting. 


An esteemed contemporary said re- 
cently that any Ibsen play (with the sin- 
gle exception of The Lady From the Sea) 
is immune from contamination by ary 
cast, no matter how bad. He was wrong 
-—just how wrong only attendance at the 
Roerich Theater would demonstrate. 
Hedda is far from inferior Ibsen. 

Mr. Geiger’s cast was non-Equity, and 
it proved one of the best possible argu- 
ments for actor-unionization. Aside 
from the fact that it occasionally blew 
in its lines, its general incompetence 
was devastating. Edmund A. Whitty, 
who played Lovborg. was about the only 
one to raise his head above the general 
level. He did the best he could with 
everyone else against him, turning in a 
nice job so far as could be seen under 
the circumstances. About the only other 
player to show anything at all was Alice 
Jefferson, a young and pretty lass who 
was inexplicably cast in «a character 
part. She reached approximately the 
character level of the American Acad- 
emy. Giovanna Borgese intcned the ti- 
tle role. 

This report may seem unnecessary, but 
Mr. Geiger asked for criticism from the 
press—and on professional standards. 
He, therefore, must take the blame.

Detroit Has Worst 


Season in 50 Years 


DETROIT, June 9. — Detroit's legiti- 
mate season was scheduled to come to 
an end today with the closing of Saul 
D. Heller’s presentation of She Loves Me 
Not at the Cass Theater, with Ethel 
Barrymore Colt. The play was delayed 
in opening, which was originally sched- 
uled for Sunday, because of difficulty in 
setting up the unique set, involving two 
levels and six stages. It opened instead 
on Monday. 

The 1933-34 season has been the poor- 
est for Detroit legitimate theaters in at 
least half a century, according to theat- 
rical oldtimers here. A total of 22 weeks 
was played at the two legitimate houses 
remaining open during the year, 14 
weeks at the Cass and eight at the Wil- 
son. However, eight weeks at the Cass 
were occupied by Robert Henderson's 
Dramatic Festival Company, and two 
weeks at the Wilson by the DeForest 
Players, giving only 10 weeks of travel- 
ing shows for Detroit this season at all 
houses. The short three-week season of 
the Bonstelle Civic Theater at the De- 
troit Institute of Arts should he added 
to the record. The Shubert-Detroit 
Opera House and the Shubert-Lafayette 
Theater played no legitimate attractions 
all season.

A piece which, according to reports, 
has been running in London for two 
years came to the Playhouse Monday 
night under the sponsorship of William 
A. Brady (in association with Leon M. 
Lion) and the authorshipgof Anthony 
Kimmins, suffering under the worst title 
of the season. That title, While Parents 
Sleep, would suggest a slab of screen 
schweinerie with an “Adults Only” sign 
in front of it. Actually, the play is a 
farce that flubs because off its last act. 

That last act seems all the more a pity 
because it comes after a second act that 
is farcically hilarious—and the final fail- 
ure is by no means necessary. A bit of 
pointing up in the writing, the omission 
of a few of the more obvious cliches and 
a great deal of added speed in the direc- 
tion might have fixed thin If the un- 
credited director had pacedjthe act at a 
faster clip the portions that let the 
evening down might have passed vir- 
tually unnoticed. 

It’s all about the Hammond family in 
London, whose two sons bring ladies 
home the same night. Neville, the elder 
and an army prig, escorts Lady Catter- 
ing, wife of the gentleman whose ADC 
he is to be overseas. Jerry, an exuberant 
young naval. officer, escorts Bubbles, 
whom he picked up the previous evening 
at a dance. The complications and im- 
plications are obvious. 

The rest of the play, if it is anything, 
is a contrast between the wistfully gay 
philandering of the lady and the im- 
pregnable virtue of the lower middle 
class. For when Neville and Lady Cat- 
tering come home she gets herself into 
a negligee and him into a compromising 
position, just as Jerry and Bubbles burst 
in. And then, with no way out, Mr. 
Kimmins takes the easiest path and pre- 
sents a last act with everyone stammer- 
ing all over the place and the boys’ 
faithful Nanny extricating Neville from 
the claws of the lovely but lecherous 
lady. Bubbles goes home in a huff. 

There’s nothing there to hang a play 
on except the amusing dialog that the 
author provides — but one frequently 
suspects during the second act at the 
Playhouse that that’s quite rough. The 
characters are caricatures," but there’s 
always the dialog to fall back on, except 
in the last act, where it draws thin dur- 
ing Mr. Kimmins’ obvious struggles to 
extricate himself from his own plot. The 
first act, which serves as thing more 
than an intrcduction, is aj bit too far 
on the precious side, thd the often 
funny lines do much to exctise it. Once 
the second act starts, the play leaves 
smart-alecry behind it and goes into 
slapstick with a high comedy polish in 
the acting, production and dialog. That 
second act is expected and unexciting 
(except for its dialog), but it is also a 
howl. It’s a pity that the last act lets 
it down. 

Even aside from his pace the unbilled 
director did nothing to save the evening. 
There are numerous dead spots that 
might easily have been picked up, and 
there is none of the suspense which 


might have been created as a life-saver. 
Ilka Chase is usually amusing for four 
minutes, and then a bit boring. As Lady 
Cattering she loses even the four min- 
utes, since she has been seen so much 
this season previously. When she has 
delivered one line she has delivered all, 
and her present vogue is really danger- 
ous to her, since her emotional mono- 
tone seems so apt to grow tiresome. 
Charles Romano does a grand job as 
Jerry, really a difficult part in spite of 
the fact that it has most of the fat 
lines. It’s nice that he’s had a decent 
chance at last. Lionel Pape is excellent 
as the father, and so is Alan Marshal as 
Neville. Jane Bramley plays Bubbles in 
the expected way.

The Caviar that was presented at the 
Porrest Theater Thursday night was a 
bit more like marshmallow whip. With 
@ score by Harden Church, a book by 
Leo Randole and lyrics by Edward 
Heyman, it spent two acts and six 
scenes telling the saccharine and un- 
interesting story of a singer who bought 
a Russian prince for his title and then 
found out that he was the street sere- 
nader with whom she had fallen in love. 
And in order to fill out the evening 
they wrangled for an act about such 
trivia of the musical plays as came into 
the mind of the librettist. First he 
wouldn't have her because she bought 
him, then she wouldn't have him be- 
cause he wouldn’t have her because she 
bought him and so on until the allotted 
time is filled out. Caviar is something 
less than a fully satisfying evening and 
most of the blame rests upon Mr. Ran- 
dole’s shoulders. } 

For not content with providing so 
slight and sappy a book, he wrote it all 
out in dialog as awkward, inept and 
awful as any that comes to mind. The 
biggest laughs of the evening were those 
that were unintended as Mr. Randole 
forced his actors to break into one or 
another of his stickier scenes. At one 


point the heroine dolefully exclaimed 
(and it’s a good example of Mr. Ran- 
dole’s dialog), “It’s so futile, so trag- 
ically futile!” That goes for the plot. 

Aside from that, however, the evening 
is pleasant enough, Mr. Church having 
provided a tuneful and sometimes 
sprightly score and Mr. Heyman hawing 
contributed one or two lyrics that make 
up for the others. Chief among the 
enjoyable numbers were a gay ditty 
called One in a Million, a love duet 
titled presumably Tender Surrender, 
and a rollicking tidbit labeled, of all 
things, Tarts and Flowers. 

Caviar marks the musical comedy 
debut of Nannette Guilford, who was 
once the baby of the Metropolitan. She 
is still a bit too operatic—if you get the 
connection—but it’s a pleasure to hear, 
for a change, a voice that really pos- 
sesses power and beauty. And it’s also 
a pleasure to hear a lady who’s supposed 
to be a singer really sing like a singer in 
a@ musical comedy. 


George Houston, who played the bar- 
tered prince, suffers by comparison, and 
rather badly. But his voice is still a 
good musical comedy voice and his 
manner is pleasing. Violet Carlson con- 
trioutes some highly amusing moments. 
Hugh Cameron struggles bravely thru 
the worst of Mr. Randole’s would-be 
funny lines, and a very pretty chorus 
goes pertly thru the charming and dif- 
ferent routines that were staged by 
John E. Lonergan. Billie Leonard and 
Don Connolly dance brightly, with Miss 
Leonard screwing up her face annoyingly 
and singing in a voice as full of 
adenoids as a nose and throat clinic 
at the end of a busy day. Drina Hill. 
who just graduated from the American 
Academy, plays a couple of brief bits 
and gets her picture on the display 
frames. The outstanding bit of the en- 
tire show was contributed by Alice 
Dudley and Jack Cole, a pair of young 
dencers who did a body-and-soul rou- 
tine sensationally. It was the best thing 
of its type that this reporter has ever 
seen, stirring, exciting and aphrodisi- 
acally effective. Mr. Cole, particularly. 
does splendid work, tho Miss Dudley 
isn’t far behind. They stopped the show 
cold. They could stop far better shows 
than Caviar, and that’s nothing against 
the show. The production left a bit to 
be desired. Little things like a couple 
dancing, she in an evening dress and 
he in white flannels and brown coat, 
ought to be watched and prevented.

NEW YORK, June 9.—Considerable comment is being aroused here by the 
determination of the Hays organization to continue the Film Boards of Trade in 
key spots. Most exhibitors believed that with the working of the code there would 
be nothing for the Film Boards ‘to do and they are still anxiously awaiting a state- 
ment from Hays. It is understood there is some difference of opinion in the Hays 
organization as to whether or not it is advisable to continue the boards and what 


their functions are to be. 
collection agency by the majcrs and act 
as a clearing house for information re- 
garding theater activities thru the 
country. 

At the moment the boards are barely 
functioning. Most of the Film Board 
secretaries have been appointed as secre- 
taries to the Grievance Boards due to 
their knowledge of the film business and 
should the Film Boards be continued it 
will necessitate a new personnel setup. 

Exhibitors are a little suspicious of any 
attempt to continue the Film Boards. 
They feel that the boards have outlived 
their usefulness and will, to a certain 
degree, conflict with the Grievance 
Boards. The indies also do not like the 
idea of a national collection agency being 
set up by Hays. They feel there is enough 
machinery already in motion and any 
additional boards will merely add to the 
complications that now beset them. 

fhe Hays office has not yet definitely 
decided on retaining the boards, but there 
is every reason to believe they will con- 
tinue to function in order to keep the 
organization intact if and when the code 
ceases to operate. 

On the surface the Film Boards of 
Trade have no connection with the Hays 
office, having been incorporated by 
Charlie Pettijohn. but they are, however, 
actually a part of the Hays office. They 
have been used as a clearing house for 
information and have played an im- 
portent part in the majors’ activities. 


Chi Grievance Cases 
Get Quick Hearing 

CHICAGO, June 9. — Of the seven 
grievance cases settled by the local Code 
Authority of the Motion Picture Indus- 
try this week, four were for premature 
advertising. In the complaints of the 
Berwyn, Berwyn vs. Palace, Cicero; La 
Grange, Lagrange vs. Hinsdale, Hinsdale; 
Berwyn, Berwyn vs. Annette, Cicero, and 
Berwyn, Berwyn vs. Villas, Cicero, the 
Palace, Hinsdale, Annette and Villas 
theaters were directed to discontinue the 
practice. 

The decision on the Olympia, Chicago, 
against the Crystal, Chicago, was that 
the Crystal in charging lesser admission 
than stipulated in their contract was 
contrary to the code and ordered to dis- 
continue at once. The Ramova, Chica- 
go, complained that the Midwest, Chi- 
cago, was running 65-cent children 
matinees every Saturday at which time 
a Western feature was run with major 
product. The board found that the 
Midwest contract did not stipulate ad- 
missions and dismissed the case, the 
matter of double features not being 
under its jurisdiction. 

In the complaint of the Hyde Park, 
Chicago, against the Piccadilly and Har- 
per theaters, the ruling was that five 
pictures a week for the Harper was rea- 
sonable, but directed that all pictures 
be selected by them no later than the 
last day of the second week of general 
Chicago release. 


Pennsylvania Censors Busy 


PITTSBURGH, June 9.—After a brief 
period of relaxation the Pennsylvania 
board of movie censors have gone back 
to work and have kept their scissors 
quite busy last week. Sadie McKee and 
Manhattan Melodrama were considered 
minor mishaps in comparison with the 
major censor operation MGM's Laughing 
Boy underwent. It’s been so badly cut 
up that the Pulton Theater manage- 
ment yanked it after a three-day stay.

United Artists Set 
For 24. Features 


CHICAGO, June 9. — Sales plans of 
United Artists for the coming year were 
discussed early this week at a meeting 
attended by Al Lichtman, vice-president 
and general manager of U. A., and some 
40 district managers, held at the Drake 
Hotel. It was announced that the pro- 
duction program for 1934-’35 will include 
24 feature pictures and 18 Walt Disney 
productions. Of the latter nine will be of 
Mickey Mouse and nine of Silly Sym- 
phonies, the latter being in technicolor. 

Among the feature films will be one by 
Charlie Chaplin in which the comedian 
will be displayed against a background 
of a great industrial plant; one by Mary 
Pickford, for which she is still searching 
for a story, and one by Charles Laugh- 
ton. a historical costume production, The 
Field of Gold, a sequel to Laughton’'s 
Henry VIII.

Pix Houses Get 
Little Gob Dough 


NEW YORK, June 9.—As far as 
picture houses are concerned, the 
fact that the fleet is in port here 
has meant little. The gobs are not 
visiting the theaters, but are lining 
up at the bars and putting away 
beer. The taxi dance halls also get 
a good play. The opinion prevails 
that the sailors spent all! their douga 
the first night ashore and are now 
flat. 

It has been estimated that the 
sailors would leave a million bucks 
here during their two weeks’ visit, 
but the picture houses are getting 
practically none of it. 


Non-Theatrical Clause 
May Close 5c Houses 


DETROIT, June 9.—The 5-cent ad- 
mission charge of W. W. Fisher in five 
or six up-State towns could be contested 
under NRA provisions on the clauses of 
the non-theatrical part of the code, in 
the opinion of E. S. Kinney, secretary of 
the Detroit Zoning and Grievance 
boards. No complaint has been lodged, 
however, and no action in contemplated 
at this time. 

Exhibitors affected have believed that 
no code appeal was possible, inasmuch as 
the code clauses on unfair competitive 
practices applied only to theaters in one 
town, in their interpretation, and the 
Fisher shows have been in theaterless 
towns, hurting competition in other 
near-by towns. However, in Kinney’s 
opinion, the fact that portable equip- 
ment is used could be interpreted to 
bring in the non-theatrical clauses. 


S. J. Gregory in Greece 

CHICAGO, June 8—S. J. Gregory, 
head of the Gregory circuit of small- 
town Illinois and Indiana theaters and 
former operator of the Majestic Theater 
in the Loop here, is in Greece on a trip 
to recuperate from a recent illness.

Detroit Churches Lineup Strong 
For Fight Against Dirty Films 


DETROIT, June 9.—An interview with 
Lieutenant Royal Baker, Detroit police 
censor, in The Billboard of May 26, was 
the object of attack by religious and 
civic leaders this week. The interview 
contained statements that the enforce- 
ment of standards by religious bodies 
upon other than their own members was 
wrong and that present practice in film 
censorship was generally satisfactory, re- 
sulting in cleaner pictures than even a 
year ago. 

Misconstrued as a direct attack on the 
whole program of the Catholic League 
of Decency, the interview was at first 
repudiated by Baker upon questioning 
by Police Commissioner Heinrich Pick- 
ert, Superintendent James E. McCarty 
and Fred W. Frahm, chief of detectives. 
In later discussion with The Billboard 
correspondent, Baker said: 

“I was misunderstood all the way 
down the line. I gave out nothing for 
publication. If I said anything on this 
subject it was not with the object of 
setting it up as printed. 

“Our aim as censors is to censor pic- 
tures and keep them morally clean. Any 
movement that aims to make them 
cleaner, we are wholly in harmony with. 
There are some producing companies 
that make clean pictures year in and 
year out, giving us no trouble at all. 
Any movement that will cause all of 
them to stay within a reasonable limit 
of morality is a good movement.” 

The original repudiation of the story 
was based partly upon a mistaken iden- 
tity of The Billboard correspondent by 
the censor. 

In Detroit the League of Decency has 
been joined by the Protestant churches, 
thru the Detroit Council of Churches, 
with the latter group taking one step 


further in circulating the pledge, by 
adding a clause pledging individuals to 
refrain from indecent stage shows, which 
was not included in the Catholic pledge. 
The full co-operation of both church 
groups in Detroit has been a notable 
feature of the campaign. 


Comments made on the Baker inter- 
view, before its public repudiation, se- 
verely condemned Lieutenant Baker, and 
indicated some misunderstanding of the 
points at issue. 


Michael J. Gallagher, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Detroit, said: “It is the 
height of presumption for a Detroit po- 
liceman to set up his optnion on morals 
against that of all the churches in the 
United States. Hollywood itself has 
confessed that the standards set up by 
the Church, according to divine law, 
are the highest and best. The code to 
which Hollywood subscribed, but which 
they’ve failed to follow, was prepared by 
a Jesuit priest. 

“His implication that the vast ma- 
jority of people want filth is false, be- 
cause all the great churches, Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish, have come out 
against indecency in films.” 

William P. Lovett, secretary of the De- 
troit Citizens’ League, said: “We're go- 
ing right ahead with this Legion of De- 
cency. There’s no argument at all that 
the Roman Catholic leaders, the Protest- 
ant and Jewish have a perfect right to 
advise their own constituencies about 
objectionable films.” ‘ 

Very Rev. Kirk B. O’Ferrall, dean of 
St. Paul's Protestant Episcopal Cathe- 
dral, said that there was a direct chal- 
lenge to all faiths to use their leader- 
ship to improve public taste to a de- 
mand for decent en t. 


FILM BOARDS TO CONTINUE 


Johnson Will Give 
Writers a Break 


WASHINGTON, June 9. — Notice has 
been given that a set of fair practices 
should be adopted for the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry governing the relations 
between producers and writers and pro- 
ducers and actors, such practices to be- 
come an absolute determination on Sat- 
urday, June 16, unless good cause to the 
contrary be shown prior to said date, 
according to Administrator Hugh 5S. 
Johnson and Division Administrator Sol 
A. Rosenblatt. In the notice to this 
effect, Article V, Division B, Part 4 (A) 
of the Code of Fair Competition for the 
Motion Picture Industry is quoted as 
authority for the action indicated. This 
reads as follows: 


“Should the Administrator determine 
at any time upon a fair showing, after 
notice, that a set of fair practices should 
be adopted governing relations between 
Producers and any one of the following 
classes: 


“Writers, directors, technicians, actors 
and agents, 2 special committee shall 
be appointed for that purpose. The 
producers and the class interested in 
such fair practices in each instance shall 
be entitled to equal representation on 
such committee.” 

Pursuant to such provisions, accord- 
ing to the order issued by the Adminis- 
trator, and upon evidence properly be- 
fore the Administrator, the latter has 
made a preliminary determination that 
such fair practices should be adopted. 
Prior to effective date of the preliminary 
determination becoming absolute, objec- 
tions to ‘the same may be filed with the 
Division Administrator at Washington. 
It is required that any person filing an 
objection must state his name, the per- 
sons or groups whom he represents, and 
the basis of his objection. All such cb- 
jections, it is said, will be given consid- 
eration and the Administrator will act 
only after consultation with special ad- 
visers representing the industry, work- 
ers and consuming public. 


Portland Board Against 
Premium Stimulation 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 9.—Members 
of the Zoning Committee meeting this 
week consisted of Guy Matthews, J. J. 
Parker, Frank Clark, sitting for Charles 
Pewers with acquiesence on part of other 
members; Howard Mapes and Impartial 
Judge Ashby Dickson. 

The first case of overbuying was con- 
sidered by the board, H. H. Henderson, 
of Rialto Theater, Albany, vs. Art Adam- 
son, Albany. After complete data was 
taken of all details of the case it was 
decided to lay it on the table until the 
next session. 

In the case of Al Adams, exhibitor of 
Silverton, Ore., against United Artists, 
breach of contract, details were taken, 
considered by the Portland Board and 
referred to the National Arbitration 
Board for decision. 

Again the Portland board went on 
record against race bank and premiums 
of stimulation, instructing the secretdry 
to so advise all exhibitors in the terri- 
tory immediately. 


Gary Union Wins 


GARY, Ind., June 9.—Announcement 
that he had reached a definite under- 
standing with officials of the Gary union 
of motion picture operators relative to 
the employment of union labor and adop- 
tion of union policies in his three thea- 
ters here. has been made by V. U. Young, 
owner of the Palace, Gary and Tivoli 
theaters. The change in policy will take 
place immediately, he said.

Detroit Zoning 


Causing Trouble 


DETROIT, June 9.—A general meeting 
of all exhibitors in the Detroit metro- 
politan area was called this week by E. 
S. Kinney, secretary of the Code Au- 
thority for the Motion Picture Industry, 
in the Wolverine Hotel. The meeting 
was called to hear all prg@tests which 
have been received against 'the existing 
setup of the zoning and clearance plans, 
which are at present in operation in the 
area. 


While a small hearing bs originally 
planned, the volume and stope of pro- 
tests received since the codé¢ offices were 
opened recently determined the Clear- 
ance and Zoning Board to reconsider 
the entire Detroit schedule, with possi- 
ble important alterations in the present 
plan. 


United Detroit Theaters, the local 
Publix chain headed by George W. Tren- 
dle, protested on all eight of their 
houses, upon issues involving the area 
zoning plan and advocated clearance 
regulation in zones according to admis- 
sion price. The Hoover, Lakewood, and 
Echo theaters filed protests agAinst pres- 
ent zoning area and protection regula- 
tions. 

At the same time 27 other houses 
have filed protests advocating the ad- 
mission price schedule of releasing pic- 
tures. This plan is substantially the 
one that has been in operation locally 
for the last three months, with prac- 
tically all houses in town supporting it. 
altho a number of sections have not 
raised their admission prices to the full 
extent provided by the original plan as 


yet. { 


Another Church Grpup 
Joins Anti-Dirt Move 


LINCOLN, June 9. — Angther church 
group went on record here list week op- 
posing alleged salacious films. At the 
Seven-Day Adventist young people’s con- 
ference the group went so far as to 
protest against and pledge not to sup- 
port any film which did no& tend to 
Sunday school any subject it portrayed. 

Newspapers are running great guns on 
copy of this nature in the Middle West, 
and it would appear that films had bet- 
ter get out some counter propaganda 
immediately to keep step with the 
righteous. 


Minneapolis Union War 

MINNEAPOLIS, June 9. — War again 
has broken out between the Independent, 
Operators’ Union and the union affiliated 
with the AFL, it is reported. The Inde- 
pendents are picketing houses ‘where the 
union affiliated with the AFL are em- 
ployed and the union projecttonists are 
picketing houses where the Independents 
are employed. It was thought that all 
differences between the two had been 
satisfactorily ironed out some time hack, 
but something broke the truce and the 
war merrily goes along once gain. 


Sturgis To Get Two 

SOUTH BEND, Ind., June 9—O. J. 
Lembiotta and FP. W. Hartzer, of South 
Bend, will install, two motion picture 
houses in Sturgis, Mich., and they are 
reported to have taken a 15-year lease 
on a property there and will remodel it 
for theater purposes. The new spot is 
located in the middle of the business 
district. The firm is to be known as the 
Sturgis Amusement Corporation and 
work is to be started at once. An addi- 
tion to the building will also be made. 
The seating capacity will be 400. 


Sam Kaplan Must 
Serve Jail Term 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 9.—Sam Kaplan, 
former president of the Motion Picture 
Operators’ Union, and Theodore Green- 
berg, an organizer, must serve six 
months in jail for coercion, the Court 
of Appeals ruled this week in affirming 
their conviction. : 

Three others were fined $500 each and 
four were fined $250 each, but Kaplan 
and Greenberg were the only ones to 
appeal. 

During his term as president of the 
operators’ union, the organization was 
in a continual uproar. Members de- 
manded an accounting by Kaplan and 
later they made charges that Kaplan had 
a strong-arm group and was coercing 
members. He was found guilty and has 
been at liberty pending appeal. 


Trailers 


Another headache for the exhibitor is just around the 
corner. It will come in the shape of producer trailers 
which exhibitors will be forced to buy. It is expected 
that before the summer is over every major producer will 
be distributing his own trailers. 


As it now stacks up, the exhibitor booking product 
from a distributor will be forced to play that distributor’s 
trailers whether he likes them or not. He will be required 
to take them or go without features. They will act in the 
same manner as the shorts are now sold and will be just so 
much more dough out of the pocket of the exhibitor. 


There is no reason to believe that producers will make 
better trailers than those put out by legitimate trailer 
makers. There is every likelihood that they will not be as 
good. The producers are overlooking no bets in getting 
all the money the traffic will bear, and if the exhibitor is 
going to do anything about it he had better start. 


There is nothing in the code that will protect the 
theater owner in this matter. His only recourse is to make 
it known to the producers, thru exhibitor organizations, 
that forcing trailers with features is going to react un- 
favorably and cause more ill will between the two branches 
of the industry. 


If the producers fail to heed the word of theater own- 
ers in the matter, it will probably end up in court and the 
whole business given a thoro airing. It would seem that 
the producers were having sufficient difficulties at the mo- 
ment without inviting more, but thus move the master 
minds of this business. 


We believe that if exhibitors bring enough pressure 
to bear they can stop the move toward producer trailers. 
It is not wise to wait until the trailers are produced before 
yelling. Now is the time to start action. Every exhibitor 
should lend his support to his organization in an effort to 
keep the producers out of the trailer business. 


We have seen producer trailers and we don’t like 
them. In almost every case the trailers show the most sexy 
shots of the coming attraction and in many instances keep 
people away from the theater rather than attract them. 
If producers can’t make clean features, they certainly can- 
not produce clean trailers. 


Our advice to producers is to keep away from trailers 
and devote their time to making decent pictures that thea- 
ter owners can show without being ashamed to face their 
patrons. The few extra dollars to be corralled from trailers 
will not offset the antagonism that will result from forced 
sale of trailers to an already overburdened exhibitor.

NEW YORK, June 9.—There is a persistent but unconfirmed report that with 
the completion of the reorganization of Paramount Joseph Kennedy, former 
president of Pathe, will be named head man to succeed Adolph Zukor. Zukor is 
now on the Coast, and according to reports expects to remain there. Kennedy, it 
is understcod, is the choice of the bankers to take over the reins of Paramount 
and look after the bankers’ interest. Kennedy has a banking background and in 


addition has a thoro knowledge of the picture game. 


anxious to return to pictures and will 
accept when and if the banks proposition 
him. ; 


Zukor left for the Coast last week and 
stated that he planned to devote all his 
time to the production end of the busi- 
ness. Manny Cohen, who has been studio 
head for some time, is expected to re- 
main in the same capacity with Zukor in 
an advisory post. 


For the last few years there has been 
considerable <issension in the Paramount 
executive ranks. This was brought out 
at the bankruptcy hearings and did little 
to instill confidence in the minds of the 
bankers who are furnishing the funds to 
carry on. 


Should Kernedy become chief of the 
organization there is little doubt that 
he will endeavor to make a thoro house- 
cleaning with heads lopping all over the 
place. There is considerable apprehen- 
sion among the executives of the home 
office who have heard the rumors and 
many a shiver is justified. 


In spite of the optimistic statements, 
Wall Streeters believe it will require con- 
siderable ingenuity to bring something 
out of the chaotic conditions now said to 
prevail. There has been some progress 
made in the theater end of Paramount, 
but even that branch is more or less 
scrambled at the moment. 


Wall Street is said to be skeptical about 
putting up any more money for the com- 
pany unless it has its own men in, 
and it 1s understood that Paramount has 
agreed to any changes the banks might 
require in order to obtain additional 
financing. 


Kent Denies He Is 
Leaving Fox Films 


HOLLYWOOD, June 9. — Sidney R. 
Kent, president of Fox Film Corporation, 
has issued an unqualified denial of pub- 
lished reports which link his name to 
propositions purporting to come from 
the Paramount company. 


Kent. who is at present in Los Angeles, 
came to the Coast purely for personal 
reasons because of the health of Mrs. 
Kent, whom he left here on a previous 
visit in the hope that she might be 
cured of a minor ailment. 


“During my present visit to Los An- 
geles,” said Kent, “I have had no busi- 
ness appointments of any kind. The 
published reports are very unfair both 
to Paramount and myself. I deny cate- 
gorically that any such negotiations 
have been entered into or even men- 
tioned either by persons interested in 
the Paramount company or by myself.” 


Elkhart Strike Settled 


ELKHART, Ind., June 9—Sett!ement 
of the controversy between theater ushers 
at Elkhart, Ind., and the Elkhart Amuse- 
ment Company, which operates the Elco 
and Bucklen theat2rs, has been reached 
with the announcement that the com- 
pany has accepted the decision of the 
National Labor Board and will reinstate 
the ushers before June 10. The houses, 
when labor difficulties appeared, began 
using girls instead of the regular male 
ushers. The male ushers said they were 
discharged because they joined the union 
and the company officials said they were 
discharged because the company wished 
to ~ ane! the usher policy and employ 
girls.

American Films Still 
Leading in Australia 


SYDNEY, Australia—That the British 
motion picture industry is strengthen- 
ing its position in the Australian market 
is revealed in a report to the Commerce 
Department from Assistant Trade Com- 
missioner W. C. Flake here. 

The annual report of the Australian 
Censorship Board, just issued, shows 
that in 1933 the total number of films 
imported into the commonwealth 
amounted to 1,479, of which the United 
States accounted for 66.3 per cent and 
Great Britain 25.7 per cent. During 
1930, of the 2,148 films imported the 
United States supplied 86.5 per cent 
and Great Britain only 8.2 per cent. 

Of the 1,479 films imported in 1933 
980 came from the United States, 380 
from Great Britain and 119 from other 
countries. Imports included 464 feature 
pigtures, of which the United States 
acgounted for 332, Great Britain 108 and 
other countries 23. 

@f the total number of American films 
imported into Australia during 1933, in- 
cluding short lengths and features, 52.1 
per cent had to have eliminations made 
before being passed by the board, while 
3 per cent were finally rejected. In the 
case of British films, 27.7 per cent had 
to ‘have eliminations made and 9 per 
cent were finally rejected. 


F. W. Palace Closes 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., June 9.— The 
Palace Theater will be closed here for 
the summer months, according to an 
announcement made by M. Marcus, man- 
ager of the local group of Quimby thea- 
ters. Improvements will be made in the 
theater during this time. Films scheduled 
to be shown at the theater were trans- 
ferred to the Jefferson, where they will 
be shown in the future. 

The State Theater is holding a con- 
test for amateurs on its stage in sing- 
ing, dancing and music. It is to be called 
— Night.

PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—The 
old legit theater gag about sending 
a taxi with a pair of tickets will find 
its echo in the case of the Westmar 
Theater, in Norristown, against the 
Norris Amusement Company, which 
will come before the Philadelphia 
Grievance Board next week. 

The Westmar claims that in using 
a bus tieup to collect its patrons, the 
Norris Company, also in Norristown, 
offers grounds for a reduced admis- 
sion charge. The case, originally 
docketed for this week, but post- 
poned at the request of lawyers for 
both sides, promises to be one of the 
most complicated the board has yet 
met. 

Also looming is a similar charge 
against the Norris Company by the 
Riant Theater in Conshohocken, a 
near-by town. This case was 
scheduled for this week, but has 
been withdrawn for the time being. 


Northwest Catholics’ 
Drive for “Decency” 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 9.—Continuing 
their war against salacious pictures, the 
Catholic churches of Seattle last week by 
order of the Most Rev. Gerald Shaughessy, 
bishop of the diocese of Seattle, notified 
the pastors in pulpits thruout the city to 
invite all their congregations to enroll on 
that day in the “Legion of Decency,” and 
to avoid seeing screen stories with themes 
“offensive to Christian morality.” 

Some 50,000 forms were sent out from 
the chancery office of the diocese for 
signatures of the membership of the or- 
ganization, according to plans devised in 
the various parishes. During the day all 
sermons were directed against films of 
crime-fostering, vulgar and immoral 
themes. 


Harry Balaban Leases Theater 


CHICAGO, June 9.—Harry Balaban, 
who controls a string of motion picture 
houses here, has taken a 10-year lease 
on the E. A. R. Theater located at 69th 
street and Wentworth avenue. Former 
lease held by Edward T. Beatty had ex- 
pired and deal was made direct with 
the owner, E. A. Rysdon. House seats 
700 and lease calls for a renial of 
$8,400 a year. 


Quitman, Ga., Blue 

QUITMAN, Ga., June 9.—Vigorous ob- 
jections on the part of local preachers 
has squelched, for the time being at 
least, the attempt to have Sunday 
movies in Quitman. The American Le- 
gion sponsored the movement to secure 
a fund for charity work with the pro- 
viso that the ministers approve, At a 
meeting held by the Legion committee 
at which the ministers were present 
they disapproved unanimously. 


Cantor Threatens To Resign From 
Campi Over Treatment of Extras 


HOLLYWOOD, June 9.—Unless there is 
a decided shakeup in the code manner of 
handling problems of the screen players 
soon Eddie. Cantor, president of the 
Screen Players’ Guild, will resign as actor 
member of the Code Authority. Cantor 
is peeved at the way the breaks have all 
been going against the players and makes 
no bones about his stand in the situation. 


Cantor’s “chief peeve is that the Code 
Authority has placed the problems of the 
extras in the hands of the California 
State Welfare Act and that Pat Casey 
has been dictator of most of the acts of 
the Code Authority as they affect the 
players. Cantor stated that neither he 
nor Marie Dressler, the other player mem- 
ber, have been consulted regarding the, 
acts of the Campi relative to players. 


It is understood that Cantor has writ- 
ten several scorching letters to Sol Rosen- 
blatt, but that Sol gives them little heed, 
which causes another burnup. 

Allin all, the film extras have benefited 
little by the code. Most of the provisions 
have been ignored by the studios, with 
an attitude of “what are you going to do 
abqut it?” The players are timid about 


yelling for they fear for their jobs, but 
Cantor has decided to make an out-and- 
out fight for it and get the recognition for 
the players that the code calls for. 


The situation is particularly bad here. 
Pat Casey, it is understood, has over- 
ridden everyone who tries to get a break 
for the players. He and Judge Lindsey 
have been at odds for months, and it 
finally culminated in the resignation of 
the Judge, who was really trying to ac- 
complish something. 

It looks as tho the lid will blow off any 
minute, but the extras feel than any 
ruling by Rosenblatt will be in favor of 
the studios. Rosenblatt is not the most 
popular person in the world with the 
players and they are prepared to raise 
their voices loud enough to cause General 
Johnson to call his lieutenant in and ask 
for an explanation. 

Cantor has the backing of all the play- 
ers and he is now busy sharpening his 
knife to get those responsible for the sad 
condition of affairs, 

Pat Casey is now in New York pre- 
sumably conferring with the Code 
Authority. 


Non-Compet Nickel 
Tickets a Problem 


DETROIT, June 9. — Competition of 
nickel shows was reported this week by 
some Detroit exchanges. Walter W. 
Fisher, making headquarters at White- 
hall and Grand Rapids, is offering 5-cent 
shows in the Auditorium at Cass City; 
the Bijou, at Casnovia, and Auditorium, 
at Grant, and houses at White Cloud, 
Sand Lake and Casnovia. 


Fisher’s plan includes the use of a 
merchant's ticket, made upon purchase 
or for promotion by the store, in addi- 
tion to the 5-cent admission, but theater 
operators generally consider it unfair 
competition. 


There are no theaters open in the 
towns where Fisher is playing. However, 
operators in near-by towns claim that 
his show is drawing away their legiti- 
mate business, and protests are coming 
from there. 


The Motion Picture Code cannot touch 
this competition, according to exchange 
managers here, because there is no com- 
petition in the towns affected, and the 
give-away and other clauses therefore 
are not effective—there is no unfair 
competition where there is, technically, 
no competition. 


An effort is being made to eliminate 
Fisher’s competition thru the exchanges. 
The 10-cent minimum admission clause 
in the contracts has been invoked by 
Columbia Pictures and others, but 
Fisher is still able to buy from some 
exchanges and independents who have 
not yet taken definite action. 


Salt Lake City House 
On Two-a-Day Schedule 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, June 9.—The 
Studio Theater, formerly the Stadium, re- 
opencd this week under the direction of 
Studio Theater, Inc., Albert Stetson and 
Harry Fegley, managers and lessees from 
the Bamberger Investment Co., which 
owns the building. Considerable legal 
trouble was experienced, as the Stadium 
Company, which built the house, failed, 
and the carpets, seats and many other 
fixtures were taken out by those who did 
not get their money. This made it neces- 
sary for the new parties to see to it that 
ertire new seating equipment, etc., was 
installed.

This supposed-to-be comedy on cellu- 
loid looks like it was rushed thru on a 
stinted budget and without allowing 
enough time for proper adaptation, and 
as a result it just isn't comedy unless 
you came thinking it was and laughed 
so you wouldn’t be disappointed.

l freakish quirk in public reac- 
tion that ballrooms have ad- 
vanced of late several paces ahead 
of general recovery. Our observa- 
tion has shown that important 
among the reasons for the pickup 


in this interesting branch of 
amusementdom are the higher 
type of men running them, the 
stubborn insistence of voung folks 
deprived of the personal touch 
formerly afforded by the living 
theater to fill that void in their 
amusement activity and the im- 
mutable place of dancing in the life 
of a nation. ‘ 

All America might be one huge 
Main Street with large and small 
clots of activity along the way, 
but this conception of American 
standardization does not apply to 
ballrooms. Here is one branch of 
amusements that has one code for 
Broadway and its shabby proto- 
types and another for fairly large 
cities—such as Boston and resi- 
dential Chicago. On Broadway 
and its arteries ballrooms repre- 
sent for the most part an ill-con- 
cealed hookup joint for Boys Out 
for a Spree and girls in what to 
them is the serious business of 
making sprees easy of fruition. 
From the standpoint of the trades- 
men who cater to dance resorts 
the hostess spots are ballrooms as 
well as the spots that are dedi- 
cated to a more staple purpose. 
To the show business, however, 
the more wholesome brand of ball- 
room represents definite progress 
in a much misrepresented field. 
To define terms better for the sake 
of making a point, the desirable 
type of ballroom, from the real 
showman’s angle, is one that is 
operated with the guiding motive 
in mind of providing for the youth 
ofa community a place where they 
can meet in pleasant surroundings 
and dance to the strains of a good 
band. 

* * * 

The ballroom that steers clear 
of contests, hostesses, phony 
prize nights and other so-called 
novelties seems to be the one 
blazing the way for a permanent 
place in its community for this 
type of entertainment. We have 
spent a good deal of time in recent 
months visiting ballrooms and we 
have arrived at the conclusion that 
unlike certain theaters that are 
headed for ruin because they op- 
erate as straight picture grinds, 
ballrooms in most spots are far 
better off as business propositions 
when their policy is strictly 
dancing. 

Occasional novelties in the form of vocal 
soloists augmenting the bands, ballroom 
teams demonstrating the latest steps and 
a moderate schedule of dance contests on 
@ season basis are all right if properly 
handled. But the stressing of novelties 
is a sure damper on progress. 

The average ballroom iocated in a so- 


called neighborhood spot doesn’t need 
“name” bands. In fact, bands that are 
already nationally established, except 
when they are employed as rare novelties, 
head a ballroom operator for ruin. The 
gate has to be boosted, the general pace 
has to be quickened and the very atmos- 
phere that the smart ballroom man seeks 
to create is automatically eliminated. 
Ballrooms are one of the few types of 
spots left where there still exists a won- 
derful oppcrtunity to build unknown but 
good bands into “names” of national 
drawing power. Instead of hurting this 
trend, as was at first believed, radio helps. 
A good band, manned by sincere and 
earnest youngsters, can establish itself in 
a section both thru its direct ballroom 
contact and a local station tieup. The 
local ballroom man benefits from this, of 
course, but if he is wise the band that he 
has helped to establish itself will also 
benefit. The Chicago ballrcom spots that 
have made big “names” of orchestras 
rarely, as far as we know, lost out on the 
deals. Many of these now famous outfits 
stuck to their original spots for many 
years. It was a matter of tit for tat and 
nobody involved regretted his part in the 
deals. 


* * *” 


The amusement map has been changed 
over the same period of time as much as 
the map of Europe. But as in the strictly 
business world the same opportunities 
exist today, perhaps in somewhat differ- 
ent form, as the good old days the pres- 
ent-day failures reminisce about. Ball- 
room operators by mapping out definite, 
constructive policies can make new for- 
tunes and those in the music field with 
whom they: are tied up can also come in 
for a good share of the take. Ballrooms 
supply a definite need and if the operators 
in this branch steer clear of the mistakes 
made by their brothers in burlycue they 
will be among the first of showmen to 
cash in on the happy days that are sure 
to come again. 


HE running fight being waged be- 
tween New York City License Com- 
missioner Moss and vaude agents 

over the question of the latter’s licensing 
involves many interesting angles. Suffice 
to mention a few. 

If it is really true that Commissioner 
Moss will waive his right to take punitive 
measures against agents and bookers for 
charging collectively more than the legal 
5 per cent commission we see no need 
for the agents to howl. If the gentlemen 
who carry little black books are really as 
honest as they claim they shou!d welcome 
the agent classification. The honest 
agent should appreciate the incontro- 
vertible fact that licensing would auto- 
matically eliminate from the field the 
gyps and chiselers. That is, if Commis- 
sioner Moss will police Broadway carefully 
and judiciously. This we are practically 
certain he will do. He has given to his 
job more sincere and honest application 
than any License Commissioner on our 
record. He has proved himself to be a 
friend of the actor. This to us is more 
important than any other considera- 
tion. The actor’s welfare is more im- 
portant than the agent’s welfare. For no 
reason other than that the agent who 
goes beyond a reasonable point is a mill- 
stone around the actor’s neck—a para- 
site. 


Good agents (that is, agents that really 
mean well for the actor) are hard to find. 
But a good agent is a blessing to the 
actor he represents. He is a crutch in 
weakness, a constructive critic at times 
when an actor needs something to take 
down the swelling of his head and a 
shrewd driver of bargains when the ac- 
tor’s future earnings and standing with 
booking offices are at stake. But this type 
of agent in the constricted booking mart 
of today is as hard to find as a movie 
executive who isn’t somebody’s nephew 
or first cousin, 


* * * 


Magistrate Brodsky, who is acting as 
referee of the first round of the battle 
between Commissioner Moss and the 
agents, had always impressed us as a 
grand fellow: a friend of the actor. But 
he didn’t make a very nice impression on 
actors’ friends in court the other day 
when he interpolated a remark during the 
examination of Arthur Willi on the stand 
to the effect that the Vaudeville Collec- 
ticn Agency has been functioning for 
many years because the actor is a roamer. 
Only one interpretation could have been 
placed on that remark; that Magistrate 
Brodsky hasn’t much faith in the actor. 
Altho the learned magistrate will decide 
this Thursday purely on a question of 
law, we shudder to think that Commis- 
sioner Moss’ attempt to protect the actor 
has before it the obstacle of a judee 
whose respect for the performer is noth- 
ing to write home about.

Magic and Magicians

NINTH ANNUAL CONVENTION of the 
International Brotherhood of Magicians 
is now history, but its huge success will 
linger long in the memories of the hun- 
dreds who enjoyed every minute of the 
proceedings. 


Billy Russell is entitled to oceans of 
praise for the masterful way in which 
he engineered the whole thing in his 
home town of Batavia, N. Y. And he 
had the backing of everybody in the 
city in his successful efforts to stage 
the best of all magical conventions to 
date. Even the old tent that was used 
at the first Kenton convention never 
even wriggled when a few gusts of wind 
came along as uninvited guests. 


The presence of Hon. W. W. Durbin, 
beloved president of the IBM, as well as 
being registrar of the Treasury of the 
United States, brought photographers 
and movie cameramen from all direc- 
tions, and with more than 300 registra- 
tions, in addition to innumerable non- 
members who were guests, it can readily 
be understood that a magic pageant was 
staged probably unprecedented in the 
history of the necromantic art. 


Opening in an impromptu manner on 
Tuesday, June 5, when Billy Russell was 
responsible for a “Night Before” party, 
which by the way was a huge success, 
things moved fast until the curtain fell 
on the final performance Friday night. 

Not only was the air filled with magic, 
but the atmosphere of hospitality was 
rampant on ever hand. The get-together 
headquarters was at Mancuso’s, a huge 
dining room, beer garden and dance hall 
in the center of town, which seemed to 
be crowded with trixters 24 hours a day. 
No matter where one looked someone 
was doing a trick. 


Outdoor shows were presented on 
practically every corner, with Anneman 
thrilling thousands with his bullet- 
catching trick. Orphans were enter- 
tained, shows were given for a police 
convention; in fact, Batavia saw more. of 
magic than in the entire history of this 
lively and hospitable city.

On Endurance 6) for as little as 
possible, there 
Show Conduct have no doubt 
been a great many 
producers in different parts of the 
country who have put on what might 
be termed “knockouts” for “little or 
nothing.” They have drawn upon 
various branches of show business, such 
as drama, revues, musical comedy and 
vaude, and they have used original 
methods and “tricks of the trade” 
which have put shows over where 
ordinary methods would have failed. 

Now has anyone compiled these meth- 
ods so that the information can be 
made available to others? I want to 
put on something in Los Angeles. but 
so far almost all attempts by others 
have failed, principally, I think, be- 
cause they have not put on anything 
“different.” It’s the same old stuff in 
the same old way and they have used 
no methods to reduce the cost. 

I am sure there have been many 
things put on that are vastly different 
from the ordinary and perhaps have 
cost less than usual to produce. If we 
could get a line on them, others could 
apply the methods best adapted to 
their localities and put shows over and 
thus relieve some of this unemployment 
(and working for nothing).

Luck of Job Finally Catches Up 
With Pontchartrain Stockholders 


NEW ORLEANS, June 9.—Orleans Levee 
Board has taken possession of bathing fa- 
cilities, amusement equipment and build- 
ings at Pontchartrain Beach because of 
alleged failure of operators of the resort 
to pay rental of $11,900, due for 1933. 

A corporation leased the property from 
the Levee Board for the past several years 
at annual rental of $14,000. The corpora- 


tion ended 1932 with a deficit, but made 
some of this back during 1933. No plans 
have as vet been made for operating Pont- 
chartrain Beach this year. The board is 
not planning to operate the resort. Hugh 
M. Wilkinson, New Orleans. son of James 
Wilkinson, general counsel for the Levee 
Board, is president of Lake Shore Beach 
Corporation. 

The corporation requested privilege of 
operating the beach in the public interest 
and in the hope of receiving sufficient 
revenue to overcome the delinquency, but 
the board felt that physical properties 
there are more than sufficient in their 
values to cover the rent item and took 


possession in hope of being able to make 
other arrangements for their operation. 

Three cash-subscribing stockholders of 
the beach company invested an initial 
sum of $25,000 in the resort. What money 
was made in 1928 and 1929 was reinvested 
in the park. The stockholders have never 
drawn dividends. 

The history of the company’s financial 
troubles, which led to the seizure of all 
equipment by the Orleans Levee Board, 
reads something like the story in the 
Bible of Job’s afflictions, according to 
President Wilkinson. Chronologically list- 
ed, these troubles were: 

Prosperity rents in a depression era; 
busines: demoralization in 1929, because 
of street car strike; ban on swimming by 
the State Health Board because of alleged 
pollution of lake water; building of a 
concrete seawall across the park’s prop- 
erty during the 1930 bathing season; fail- 
ure of $55,000 Roller Coaster to pay for 
itself; permission granted by the Levee 
Board for free bathing at Milneburg and 
West End and, finally, discontinuance of 
street car service to the park property. 


Banker’s Night 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 9.—Altho a 
law forbids lottery drawings for 
money, Capito! Beach here has in- 
augurated a Banker's Night for each 
Thursday at its ballroom. The gag is 
$50 will be given away each week on 
that night.

WILDWOOD, N. J., June 9.—This re- 
sort was saved from its first Blue Sunday 
last Saturday afternoon by a last-minute 
decision of the new “brain trust” cre- 
ated by Mayor Doris Bradway to lend 
opinions concerning conduct of the city. 
As result of these recommendations, the 
mayor rescinded her Sunday closing 
order of a week ago. 

“My advisers have counseled against 

enforcing blue laws and have recommend- 
ed a liberal Sunday,” she said, “there- 
fore, I’m for it.” However, anti-ballyhoo, 
anti-fortune telling and other restric- 
tions still stand. 
_ When the mayor announced all the- 
aters and amusement places would have 
to close on Sundays this season, a storm 
of protest broke and boardwalk interests 
became indignant, which was responsible 
for forming an advisory committee.

Manufacturers and 
Dealers’ Section 


By R. S. UZZELL 


It is most gratifying to our manufac- 
turers familiar with this country and 
particularly the Middle West and Corn 
Belt to know that the disastrous drought 
has been temporarily broken anyway, 
and we hope additional rains will pre- 
vent further damage and enable farmers 
to raise a forage crop which will carry 
animals thru the winter. 

No devastating drought in 50 years 
has equaled this one, and when it has 
hit 37 States it is of national impor- 
tance and is bound to affect the park 
business more or less in all of those 
States where the drought has cut crops 
short or destroyed most of the early 
crop. 

There will be higher prices for wheat 
and corn than would otherwise have 
prevailed, and where the farmer is not 
totally wiped out he is going to get a 
good price for whatever he has to sell, 
and with continued rains we may have 
some good fairs yet in that belt and the 
latter half of the season may be better 
than the first part of it. 


Pearce Carrying On 


We were al! feeling hopeful when the 
good news continually came in that 
everybody was starting off a little better 
than they did last year, but many of us 
overlooked the fact that when in the 
East we were having our extremely cold 
weather and an abundance of snow that 
it was dry in the West and they were 
then having duststorms, and yet there 
are places in the drought area that are 
still showing some creditable earnings, 
due tO many causes, one of which is 
government distribution of various 
funds, either for relief or for compen- 
sating the farmers in holding land out 
of production. 

We are all watching it with keen in- 
terest and are beginning to feel that it 
is not going to be as bad as was first 
estimated. 

It is no small task to manage one 
amusement park and give all details 
there rightful consideration in the gen- 
eral scheme of co-ordinating all depart- 
ments of the resort, and any man who 
assumes that burden and carries on 
seven days a week thru the season with- 
out faltering deserves our commenda- 
tion. 

But when one man not only manages 
various concessions in other resorts but 
has the responsibility of running three 
complete amusement parks, then we say 
he deserves our respect and is worthy 
of praise for putting forth that amount 
of energy and courage in these par- 
ticular times. 

There is such a man, and despite 
many discouragements of the past he is 
carrying on in a great way and seems 
as courageous and enthusiastic for the 
business as he did early in his career 
when he operated as a concessioner only 
and had the responsibility of no par-

seems to disturb their poise, and that, 
as anyone knows, is a sure way to raise 
the temperature of the other fellow. 


Bickerings over ballyhoo, nude shows, 
cencession percentages, iiquor sales, 
treatment of the midway, outside signs 
and what not have kept everybody on 
edge, with orders being given and re- 
versed in such rapid succession that one 
never knew from day to day just where 
anybody stood. 

Gradually difficulties are being ironed 
out, concessions being made by both 
sides and, as usually happens, the little 
fellows claim they are being “messed 
around” while those with power, politi- 
cal or otherwise, behind them are get- 
ting what they want either thru nego- 
tiations with the fair or by going ahead 
on their own responsibility. This latter 
procedure, however, appears to be hav- 
ing less success than last year. 


The fair officials seem surer of their 
ground, as has been evidenced in the 
closing of several concessions that the 
fair claimed violated the rules. Just 
how many of the closings have been 
merely for effect it is difficult to deter- 
mine. Some appear to have been skill- 
fully engineered. It is no secret that 
scme of the larger and more important 
concessions are controlled by interests 
having considerable power and able to 
sway opinion by skillful suggestions. 
The show people on the side lines are 
getting a big xick out of watching the 


byplays and reactions, but it is not so 
funny to those who have money 
invested. 


Midway Opinions Differ 

Opinions as to the new midway on 
the island differ. Some of the conces- 
sioners are wailing that they were 
shoved over there because the fair had 
no love for a midway or showmen and 
wanted to give them as little recogni- 
tion as possible. Others are satisfied 
with tho location, which they believe 
will prove satisfactory once the fair gets 
going good. 

S. W. Thompson, of the Motordrome, 
says he has done very well so far, get- 
ting about 25 per cent of the people who 
visit the midway. Old Mexico, night 
club, has been getting a play; Harry 
Tllions’ Ferris wheels! seem to be faring 
excellently, and some of the others are 
drawing a fair percentage. The main 
trouble seems to be that the crowds 
have not yet found the midway. The 
fair has promised some special lighting 
and decorations on the 12th street 
bridge and also illuminated signs show- 
ing the midway’s location. 

There has been criticism of the per- 
centage the fair is taking from the 
restaurants. They give up 17% per 
cent of their gross, and in addition 
must pay a 3 per cent amusement tax 
and a 2 per cent State sales tax. Major 
Lenox R. Lohr contends that the per- 
centage was carefully arrived at from 
last year's figures and was based upon 
an attendance of only 12,000,000 this 
year and that every concessioner will 
have ample opportunity to make money.

Action Is Needed, 
If Organization 


About 10 very long communications 
have been received from folks of Pitch- 
dom bearing on the revived effort to 
form a functioning nation-wide organi- 
zation. Some of them contain probably 
helpful suggestions, but the most of 
them also deal with some points that 
should be “inside stuff” among the 
boys and girls of the vocation. Space 
would not permit complete publication 
of all of them, and to cut out portions 
of them probably would not be appre- 
ciated by their writers. Several of the 
shorter pipes on the matter appear in 
this issue. 


Some years ago a commendable start 
toward a nation-wide organization was 
made in the formation of the National 
Pitchmen and Salesmen’s Protective 
Association in Los Angeles. The local 
at Los Angeles functioned right from 
the start, and later several locals were 
established at large cities in the Central 
States and the East. In due credit to 
the boys in and around Dos Angeles, 
thru their tireless efforts they received 
recognition on the West Coast, which 
is still apparent in that territory. But 
the Eastern locals dwindled, seemingly 
because of lack of individual and co-op- 
erative interest. 

Facing facts, lukewarmedness and self- 
interest will not now put thru an asso- 
ciation or organization successfully. No 
more so than some years ago when the 
NPSPA sprang into being. There must 
be whole-souled co-operation. Not just 
“talk,” but action and a reasonable 
_ouse of financial support, individu- 

y- 

It appears that the start should be 
made at some centrally located city, in 
order to give everyone, from all direc- 
tions, an even break. For instance, Chi- 
cago, Detroit, St. Louis, Kansas City or 
any other city could be chosen for a 
get-together. Incidentally, one of the 
boys in a pipe in this issue suggests Chi- 
cago, because of there being many pitch- 
men there during the World’s Fair this 
summer. Another suggests Louisville. 

Now let’s try to get “somewhere!” 
Let’s find out how many pitchmen, etc., 
really are “for” an organization; also 
learn at what cities the boys are willing 
to start the ball rolling.

The Billboard, I print the following 
letter, without, of course, name and 
address because of its personal nature: 


June 7, 1934. 
Dear Sir: 


I suppose you are the editor of the 
Hartmann’s Weekly Broadcast section. In 
a previous issue you told your readers 
about a certain circus operating without 
a band, also that the performance only 
lasted about half an hour and that only 
those buying reserved-seat tickets were 
permitted to enter the big top before the 
performance started. I know you very 
rarely give out the names of circuses, but 
I will assure you this matter will be con- 
fidential between you ard me if you 
give me the name of this circus. 

Now this is my reason: We have a po 
ulation of about 6,000 and one of the 
smaller circuses wants to exhibit here 
soon. I am endeavoring to have one of 
the larger circuses exhibit here later on. 
But if the circus you speak of is the one 
coming here 1 want to use my utmost to 
prevent it; on the other hand if they are 
okeh I will surety boost them. And I want 
to say that my word on circuses goes here, 
as I am known all over the town and I 
travel anywhere there is a circus. I know 
that a circus of the kind you tell us about 
sure would do lots of harm. 

Hoping that you will grant this favor 
and thanking you very much, I remain, 
a true friend of the circus. 

And now for my answer, which I shall 
let speak for itself: 


Dear Sir: 

You are right in assuming that I am 
the conductor of the column “Hartmann’s 
Weekly Broadcast.” 

Altho you have promised that you will 
treat the information confidentially, I 
must answer you the same as { did others, 
that I do not wish to give out the name 
of the shew criticized for its unbusiness- 
like methods. The criticism was published 
in the best interest of the circus industry 
and it was my aim to let whoever the 
shoe fit wear it. I will say this, however, 
that one of ovr correspondents informed 
me that he was given a “cold” reception 
on a certain cirens, the officials claiming 
that the criticism was aimed at their 
show. He further advised that if this was 
the show referred to, either the criticism 
was misleading or the unbusinesslike 
methods had been corrected, as he coul 
not find any in evidence on his visit to 
the show.

NEW YORK, June 11.—Cabled reports

Small Industries May Get Reliability 


Basie Codes in New Plan 


Operators’ codes among 500 waiting for approval in 
Washington—national affairs may affect foreign trade 
—tariff and silver policies should boost export

WASHINGTON, June 9.—With at least three codes for operators of coin devices 
awaiting approval, new plans for NRA codes in the making by the Administration 
are expected to be announced soon. Present indications are that a basic code will 
be used for the many small industries still awaiting their codes. About 450 codes 
have already been approved and there are about 500 in process of negotiation. 
Officials announce that codes for the small industries have consumed time and 
money out of proportion to the size of the trades involved, hence the plan to de- 


velop a new basic code. Basic code will 
require shortened hours to make more 
jobs; wages not below living levels; pro- 
hibition of commercial dishonesty and 
- obvious forms of unfair trade prac- 
ice. 


A new price policy has also been an- 
nounced by the Administration which 
may enable operators’ codes to prevent 
unfair reduction of commissions. The 
operating business has no price-cutting 
problem except that commissions may be 
cut to obtain locations. All the codes 
submitted by operators of coin-operated 
devices have strenuous provisicns for 
preventing this means of unfair compe- 
tition. 


In the tide of national affairs the new 
tariff policy and the proposed silver law 
may eventually affect foreign trade in 
coin machines. The passage of the tariff 
bill this week removed the tariff question 
from the arena as a political football for 
Congress and put it in the hands of the 
President. With practically every country 
in the world as a potential market for 
American-made coin machines, with the 
exception of Germany and Spain, foreign 
sales of machines may become important 
enough to be considered by the Presidert 
in his tariff bargaining powers. If the 
silver bill becomes law, it will also be an 
aid to foreign sales of machines to many 
countries, particularly China and India, 
since two-thirds of the nations of the 
world are on a silver money basis. 


The ways and means committee re- 
ported favorably last week a bill to reduce 
cigaret taxes 40 per cent, which would 
have the effect of reducing standard 
cigaret prices to 10 cents a package if the 
bill becomes law. Cigaret vending ma- 
chine men are interested in the bill.

Dis- 
tribution of the new designs will be begun 
immediately to all manufacturers on the 
list except to those charged with code 
violations. The Administration changed 
its policy of distributing the code eagles 
from Washington and is placing the dis- 
tribution in the hands of the code 
authorities of the respective industries, 
The new insignia specifies the industry 
code under which the firm is operating. 
All manufacturers complying with the 
code are requested to have them by June 
16, the anniversary of the NIRA. 


Game Room Said 
To Be Success 


DETROIT, June 9—The city’s only 
game room featuring pin games is re- 
ported a success after one month of op- 
eration. The Ticker Shop, Woodward 
and Henry streets, was opened by Frank- 
lin Benson and Jack Katz last month. 
Benson is a former actor, while Katz came 
here recently from Seattle. Located in 
the heart of the theatrical district, the 
place is drawing considerably from De- 
troit’s stage folk as well as patrons of the 
city’s night life. 

A battery of 20 or more pin games, base- 
ball machines and similar tables is well 
placed in the store, with two large skittle 
pool games at each end. Soft drinks and 
cigars are sold at two counters near the 
front and a large scoreboard gives the 
baseball scores for patrons interested in 
that sport. 


The shop is always crowded and the 
policy ef the management is personal 
acquaintance and the “one big happy 
family” spirit. The layout and equip- 
ment are such as to encourage leisure and 
lingering to play a few more games on 
the amusement machines. 


Crops Promise 


Money in S. W. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 9.—While 
the drought in many States has become 
a problem of national concern, a recent 
survey indicates that the wheat crop in 
the Southwest district will be much big- 
ger than the 1933 crop. This report in- 
dicates that about eight States in this 
region will share the benefits in in- 
creased circulation of money and that 
amusement machines will be benefited. 
The States included are Texas, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas, New Mexico, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Missouri and Colorado. 

Harvesters are moving northward 
across Texas and Oklahoma at the pres- 
ent time. Several of these States are 
considered as very favorable operating 
territory for amusement devices. 


What the operator desires in his coin machine news more 
than anything else is RELIABILITY. 


The operator especially desires that news and publicity 
about machines be reliable. It is the responsibility of both the 
publication and of the manufacturers and jobbers to aim at re- 
liability in all news and publicity. A publication finds it im- 
possible to investigate all news reports to see if they are founded 
on fact; however, news mediums should seek to maintain a high 
percentage of reliability in news information published. 


Since the reputation of a newspaper for reliability builds a 
favorable background for advertising, manufacturers and job- 
bers should be interested more than anyone else in making their 
publicity confofm to standards of reliability. Back of the news 
appearing in these columns has been a strong purpose to main- 
tain a reputation for fairness and a square deal. The degree to 
which we maintain this reputation in the minds of our readers 
will have a lot to do in determining the appeal which adver- 
tising has to them also. 


Readers also have a responsibility in maintaining standards 
of reliability. There is a human element which enters into all 
news and information for publication, and that human element 
demands that all printed matter be taken with a grain of salt. 
It is the reader’s job to use discretion. In plain words, there 
is no publication in existence that contains only facts. Most 
news is a matter of opinion, depending upon the viewpoint of 
the persons who give out or obtain the news. The person who 
criticises the reliability of news reports would probably vary 
just as much if he were doing the reporting himself. 


Manufacturers and jobbers may be pardoned for becoming 
enthusiastic about their machines since exaggeration has be- 
come a common habit. We would all probably do the same 
thing if we had something to sell. We have a definite policy of 
boosting the trade in every way possible since there are so many 
factors in opposition to the trade. For that reason the un- 
pleasant news of the trade is usually taboo unless there is a 
needed warning or matter of information which the trade itself 
needs to heed. It would be too depressing if we used all the un- 
favorable news that comes to us, and it would be like an ostrich 
sticking his head in the sand if we ignored some of the warning 
signs that appear every week in the news. 


The operator would like to have information that would 
tell him which machines will be successful and which will not, 
but that is an impossibility. There has not yet been developed 
a method by which anyone can foretell the possibilities of a 
machine. Most of the successes come as surprises to all the 
trade. Manufacturers may test a machine on a hundred dif- 
ferent locations with favorable results and then find that it 
fails on the national market. Manufacturers would naturally 
prefer to save the expense and losses incurred in marketing 
a machine that does not click so well.

NEW YORK, June 9.—Ben Haskell, legal 
staff of the Metropolitan Skill Games 
Board of Trade, Inc., is laying the ground- 
work for a State-wide organization which 
in effect will be an extension of the 
present board. He has traveled over the 
State conferring with leading operators 
and jobbers, discussing with them the ad- 
vantages of affiliating with the Skill 

Games board. 


Haskell reports enthusiam thruout the 
State by leading men and that up-Staters 
want to complete the State organization 
as soon as possible. Telegrams have been 
received by the board advising that repre- 
sentatives from many cities will be 
present whenever the board is ready to 
call a general meeting to discuss plans for 
the State group. 

Tentative discussion suggests that the 
State organization will be a separate unit 
of the present board, which has confined 
its efforts to metropolitan New York and 
an area of 25 miles around Greater New 
York. Reports also say that after the 
State organization is completed similar 
action to co-ordinate activities in New 
Jersey and Connecticut will be under- 
taken, since these two States are closely 
linked with the New York market. Skill 
Games board members are enthusiastic 
about the prospects. 


Trade Division Delays 
Detroit License Plans 


DETROIT, June 9.—Division in coin- 
machine circles into what appeared to 
be pin game and digger factions added 
to the confusion in the local amuse- 
ment-machine situation here. It is re- 
ported that an attorney representing 
one section of the local coin-machine 
trade stated to city officials .that a 
“protection” fund of $1,000 per week was 
being paid by operators of digger ma- 
chines. Attorney claiming to represent

The result has been a definite division 
and conflict between operators of pin 
games and operators of digger machines, 
Charges and countercharges have been 
made which have reacted unfavorably 
in the present situation. 


A pin-game test case is still pending 
while the machines continue to oper- 
ate. An ordinance for the control of pin 
games is also in preparation, but latest 
reports from coinmen say that the mat- 
ter may be delayed still further. 


Brings Suit To Restrain 
Collection of City Tax 


WACO, Tex., June 9.—6uit enjoining 
the city of Waco from interfering with 
pin games and from collecting a tax on 
them provided for under an ordinance 
passed by the city commissioners on May 
15 was filed here in the 19th District 
Court by the Electro Ball Company, Inc., 
prominent coin-machine firm in Dallas. 

Under the ordinance passed by the 
commissioners at their last regular meet- 
ing, all machines operated by coins, 
check or slugs and operated for amuse- 
ment or for the purpose of vending are 
to be licensed and a tax collected for 
them. The tax is $2.50 per month. The 
ordinance did not include slot machines 
that pay off in cash, which are con- 
sidered illegal under the ordinance. 
Police stated recently they had not in- 
terfered with pin games in the city. 


Gustafson Goes North 


SEATTLE, June 9.—Al Gustafson, Los 
Angales distributor and well known on 
the Pacific Coast, has opened a busi- 
ness at 126 Elliott avenue, West, which 
brings the Exhibit Supply firm’s digger 
machines into prominence in this sec- 
tion. Gustafson promises real service to 
the operators here and he also supplies 
novelties and merchandise for the dig- 
ger machines, 


Gans Visit 


CHICAGO, June 9.— Visit of Bob 
Gans, Mrs. Gans and son to Chicago was 
a big event in coin-machine circles here. 
They spent several days, took in the 
World’s Fair, and were royally enter- 
tained by manufacturers in the city. 
The firm of Gans Brothers in Los 
Angeles has a national reputation, ex- 
tending back over maty years, as prob- 
ably the largest operators in the country 
if not in the world. 

Mr. Gans while he was here expressed 
great enthusiasm for the modern pin 
games and announced that they would 
send their official in charge of pin-game 
operations here about every four months 
to see at first hand what Chicago 
manufacturers had to cffer. 


Uses Writ To Secure 
License Privileges 


MONTREAL, June 9.—More than 400 
reel “vender” type of machines have 
found their way into the rural towns 
apout this section anc are being 
operated in hotels and restaurants under 
license by the Quebec government's 
Department of Provincial Revenue. 
Quebec issues licenses on these ma- 
chines at $20 per year and they are 
labeled “automatic distributors.” As 
long as the machines dispense candy 
and tokens of no commercial value they 
are entitled to license. Payout in cash 
is not permitted. 

Montreal is still without machines, as 
the head of the local police department 
is adamant against issuing licenses to 
permit machines to operate in the city. 
Quebec is willing to issue licenses to 
cperators in Montreal, but that would 
not prevent local authorities from seiz- 
ing the machines. Paul R. St. Germain 
has secured a mandamus writ to force 
Montreal authorities to show cause for 
refusing to issue slot-machine permits. 


Scans Trade To Name 
Its Two Worst Evils 


LOUISBURG, N. C., June 9.—N. C. 
Mullen, coin-machine operator, who ar- 
ranged for the publication of an article 
appearing in The Billboard in the local 
newspaper, has listed what he considers 
to be the worst evils in the coin- 
machine trade. 

“First,” he says, “operator that makes 
it a practice to sell locations when he 
can’t persuade them to accept his ma- 
chine’ This operator goes to work to 
convince the merchant that he is losing 
money by rot owning a machine himself 
and promises to sell him one. Other 
arguments are used also and the result 
is that he sells the location a machine 
and cuts his own throat as well as his 
competitor’s. When [I first entered the 
business I sold a few machines to loca- 
tions but soon saw my mistakes. Now T 
can convince almost any merchant that 
he should not buy machines. [I think it 
will pay to junk any machine rather 
than sell to a location. Every operator 
could easily explain to a merchant why 
it is more profitable to accept machines 
on commission rather than buy one of 
his own. 

“Second, I think jobbers should be 
more considerate and not sell to anyone 
that comes along with money to buy 2 
machine. Every location worth any- 
thing has been canvassed by some gocd 
operator and a sale to any person who 
ccmes along may be injuring the estab- 
lished operator, who is the jobber'’s best 
customer after all, If the jobber is go- 
ing to sell to locations he should get 
25 per cent more than the price charged 
to operators. I think it should be an 
established code among jobbers that 
they sell at 25 per cent discount to 
known registered operators.”

LOS ANGELES, June 9.—A meeting of 
Los Angeles jobbers this week resulted 
in the organization of the Southern 
California Amusement Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion.

Reports reach us from Henderson, Tex., 
home of the Tri-State Sales Company, 
that that firm will soon have an unusual 
announcement to make to the trade re- 
garding a double pin game. 


Business down along the Mexican border 
is holding up good. Every type of game 
goes down that way, with musical instru- 
ments leading. 


Up in the Panhandle section the gov- 
ernment is going to purchase thousands 
of cattle for slaughtering. This will put 
much money in circulation, Which means 
that the wide-awake op will get his share. 


Turns to Music 
Exclusively 


DETROIT. June 9.—George A. Snyder, 
proprietor of the Commercial Music Com- 
pany, has recently dropped the operation 
of pin games and other amusement ma.- 
chines to confine himself to music ma- 
chines strictly. The two cannot be mixea 
together satisfactorily, he says. Personal 
objections to difficulties in the giving of 
prizes on games was another factor in 
his turning solely to phonographs. But 
he says thxt all is not rosy for the music 
overator even. The recent order of the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission 
frohibiting dancing in the smaller beer 
gardens is a serious handicap to the 
phonograph operator, he says. 

The rule against dancing in the small 
gardens is not expected to stand, how- 
ever, under existing State legislation. The 
Detroit city council is also considering an 
ordinance which would allow dancing in 
most types of cafes upon the payment of 
a $50 license. 

Phonographs have proved universally 
popular in the smaller beer gardens, and 
also in the larger places when the orches- 
tras were not playing. Comparing earn- 
ings in various locations, Snyder said that 
“formerly we had nearly all our machines 
in restaurants. We still have a number 
of them left, but they do not pay as well 
as formerly, nor as well as the garden 
locations. The garden type of location is 
to be preferred today. However, I think 
restaurants will come back when people 
return to Detroit with an industrial 
pickup.” 


Kentuckians | 


CHICAGO, June 9.—C. B. House, Ken- 
tucky Novelty Company, and Leo Wein- 
berger, Southern Automatic Sales Com- 
pany, distributors of coin machines in 
Louisville, Ky., were visitors in Chicago 
during the early part of the week. They 
were “seeing the World's Fair’ and also 
called on a number of manufacturers. 
They revorted business gcod in Ken- 
tucky and said that the operators’ or- 
ganization in Louisville, altho small, 
was doing a gocd work. House has been 
in the coin-machine field for 16 years or 
more, he said, while the Weinberger 
brothers established their business in 
Louisville in 1923, coming from New 
York. 


French Trade Has Its 
Chiselers, Like U. S. 


PARIS, June 9.—Imagining that there 
are big profits in the coin-machine 
business, the “underworld” element is 
reported to be trying to chisel in on the 
field. It is striking proof of the tre- 
mendous development of the coin- 
machine trade in France, coinmen say. 


At Marseilles, flourishing coin-ma- 
chine center in Southern France, last 
week Titin di Cea, who proclaims him- 
self boss of the operators in his district, 
shot Julian Jean, a bar owner, who re- 
fused to accept a non-skill device in 
his place. At Monaco thieves also stole 
machines valued at $4,000 from the 
warehouse of Baptiste Chapsal, operator 
in the region of Nice and Monte Carlo. 
The thieves evidently knew their busi- 
ness, for they picked only the best ma- 
chines from a big stock. 


PARIS—The Etablissements Moderno, 
operated by Gaston Fery, was declared 
bankrupt recently. Firm manufactured 
coin-operated Russian billiard tables. 


PARIS—Luna Park, which has been 
entirely remodeled, boasts a big, new 
coin-machine arcade, with many late 
models of pin games and other amuse- 
ment devices. 


Legislator Has Comment 


PADUCAH, Ky., June 9.—Henry Ward, 
whose column “Seen While Roaming” 
is a daily feature of The Paducah Sun- 
Democrat and who represents McCracken 
County in the Legislature, came out 
with a paragraph in his column recently 
which is seen as a boost for the amuse- 
ment-machine industry. Said Ward: 


“Many members of the Legislature 
are seriously considering the enactment 
of laws to legalize and license pin-ball 
machines, slot machines, salesboards, 
handbook establishments and other 
such contrivances thru which the peo- 
ple exercise their desire to gamble.” 


Ward is one of the outstanding men 
in the House of Representatives, is 
known as a liberal and has in several 
instances commented on the fact that 
amusement devices are popular with the 
public. 


Summer Heat No 
Terror to Play 


CHICAGO, June 9.—Every small bell 
of ite kind in Chicago was snapped up 
recently when the fourth plant was put 
into production on Contact games, ac- 
cording to an official of the Pacific 
Amusement Manufacturing Company. 
This demand for electric bells was so un- 
usual that a special representative of the 
bell manufacturers made a personal visit 
to the Pacific firm to learn just what it 
was all about It was something like 
the surprise demand for marbles and 
steel balls when pin games first loomed 
into prominence. 


Leo J. Kelly, sales manager of the 
Pacific firm, suggested that the “brain 
trust,” since it has advocated that 


manufacturers find new and novel uses 
for products, owed Fred McClellan, head 
of the Pacific firm, a vote of thanks. The 
makers of electric bells and batteries were 
handed a splendid new use for their 
products in this game, he said. 


When McClellan was interviewed, the 
question of warm weather retarding pin 
games was brought up. “We have had 
plenty of opportunity to disprove this 
fallacy,” he said. “Our California weather 
is mighty hot, but games operated with 
no letup in earning power. In fact, ina 
great number of instances I know that 
income increased. Why should warm 
weather causes a letdown of player in- 
terest,” continued Mr. McClellan, “when 
golf, fishing, baseball, tennis, rowing; in 
fact, all of our most popular sports really 
come into their own during the summer 
season. The public is more sport minded 
—more susceptible to entertainment, and 
where can they find it at less cost than 
enjoying the exciting play of good pin 
games. Any good game should, therefore, 
make its operator a mighty handsome re- 
turn on his investment during the sum- 
mer as well as the winter. I have found 
that good machines don’t let down 
in the hot weather — but a lot of 
operators I have known do. Perhaps the 
operator doesn't work as hard. 


“Summer time is the best time to get 
installed in good paying locations. If the 
operator remembers that the heat that 
wilts his collar also wilts the location 
owner’s resistance, he will know that 
summer is the time to call back on those 
locations that have for some reason or 
other refused him permission to install a 
game. And the location that is hardest 
to get usually proves the best paying. We 
are working our factory full force now and 
adding men each week to Keep up with 
orders. That should convince anyone 
that all operators are not laying down on 
the job just because it happens to be 
summertime.” 


Operators Consider Test 


HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., June 9—Bol- 
stered by expert legal advice, operators 
are planning to meet the opposition of 
the commonwealth’'s attorney to their 
games by taking a case thru the lower 
courts, and if decision is unfavorable to 
the Court of Appeals. Difficulty seems 
to be due to unfavorable attitude of 
one official.

CHICAGO, June 9.—The “nation’s 
coin-machine center’ welcomed two 
visitors from the Pacifie Coast last week, 
both of whom have had an interesting 
history in the invention and manufac- 
ture of modern amusements. 

Elliott arrived here from Louisville, 
where he has been for a short while.

Business Tax Will 
Apply to Coin Ops 


NEW YORK, June 9.— Mayor La 
Guardia’s one-twentieth of one per cent 
business tax is said to apply to the coin- 
machine business here. Tax, which is 
local, was enacted to apply to all persons 
doing business in New York City. 


Coinops who earn their livelihood in 
New York City will be subject to the 
tax. Some had believed that the li- 
censing of their games would give them 
immunity to further taxation. Leading 
coinmen here state that the new busi- 
ness tax applies regardless of license and 
point to the theaters as an example. 


To comply with the tax, it is believed 
that operators will have to keep records 
of their collections, signed and receipted 
by the location owners. This would be 
regarded as legitimate proof. A renewed 
turning to collection books among 
operators is expected as a result of the 
new tax. Operators are approaching 
their legal counsel for exact information 
and it is probable that an official ruling 
will be issued later. 


Credit Bureau 


Is Planned 


CHICAGO, June 9.—A credit bureau 
for the exchange of certain types of 
credit information was voted at a meet- 
ing of the National Association of Coin- 
Operated Machine Manufacturers in ses- 
sion at the Hotel Sherman Friday eve- 
ning, June 8. The session was reported 
to be a very interesting one. An ad- 
visory committee was appointed to work 
out final plans for the credit informa- 
tion plan.

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“Other Income” 


Means Profits 


BOSTON, June 9.—A talking point for 
cperators was revealed in the survey 
bulletin issued by the Harvard Business 
School here this week. After reviewing 
retail store trade over a period of 10 
years, and then showing that retail 
stores in general made a “most im- 
pressive turnabout” in 1933 to make a 
profit, the report states that a final 
net profit was made possible by “other 
income.” 

A final net profit was made possible, 
if was revealed, only thru the inclusion 
of income from other sources. If it had 
not been for this “other income” the 
profit report would have been turned 
into a loss report. 

The chief appeal of skill amusement 
machines during the depression to retail 
merchants has been the offer of “other 
income” to stores accepting machines on 
ccmmission. By means of this “other 
income” derived from machines many 
merchants have been able to pay their 
rent or otherwise meet overhead. Now 
a report from a recognized business 
authority establishes the importance of 
“other income” to the average retail 
merchant. 


Suggests Friendly Play 
Of Other Fellow’s Game 


NEWARK, N. J., June 9.— George 
Ponser, Jersey distrib, suggests that 
coinops play each other’s pin games 
when they happen across them on their 
routes. He firmly believes that this 
practice will help stimulate interest in 
the games and that depositing a few 
nickels in a fellow operator’s game will 
help every one of the boys all over the 
country. 

He says that many times ge found 
coinops will snicker when they come 
across a pin game and will, instead of 
playing it to encourage the location 
owner and other persons who may be 
present, examine the game from legs to 
playing board, make remarks about its 
appearance and then ask the storekeeper 
a dozen different questions. When they 
find he is favorable to the game they 
usually tell him that they are also 
operators of these games and often at- 
tempt to run down the next fellow’s 
methods of doing business. 

Ponser points out that digger ops may 
always be found playing another digger 
whenever they come across one, but that 
for some reason or other the pin-game 
ops haven't yet made this a practice 
among themselves.

CHICAGO, June 9.—Revealing the 
automatic mystery pay-out counter de- 
vice as a racing game, Bally Manufactur- 
ing Company announces that full details 
will be published in The Billboard at an 
early date.

compared with $75,000,000 in 1923.

ATTUSEVWENT WACHINES 


Los Angeles Ordinance Published 
For Suggestions on Model Bill 


The city ordinance passed in Los 
Angeles in February is reprinted for ref- 
erence purposes. The license issue in 
Los Angeles extended over a period of 
many months and the organized oper- 
ators finally succeeded in getting the fee 
reduced to $2 and $3 on amusement de- 
vices. Operators in every city should 
be prepared to discuss intelligently the 
license issue with city councils, and for 
that reason copies of ordinances will be 
published for general information. In 
most cases the ordinances are too com- 
plicated and lead to litigation. The trade 
needs a model bill, understandable and 
reasonable in its fces, to present whenever 
and wherever the tax or license issue is 
raised. 


ORDINANCE NO. 73,561 


ro  ———. {oe tee No. 
56 approve ovember 1926, by adding 
Sections 27A and 27B thereto. 


The people of the City of Los Angeles dc 
ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That Ordinence No. 56,600, en- 
titled “An ordinance providing for licensing 
and regulating the cafrying on of certain pro- 
fessions, trades, callings and occupations,” 
approved November 24. 1°26, be and the same 
is hereby amended by adding Section 27A 
thereto, said section to read as follows: 

Section 27A. For every person engaged in 
the business of maintaining any amusement 
machine, device, apparatus or any pin marble 
game, table or boarc, or any combination 
amusement and vending machine, device, ap- 
paratus or pin marble game, table or board 
for use by the public—except such machines, 
apparatus or devices as are described and 
referred to in Section 12 and 27B hereof— 
the operation or use of which is permitted, 
controlled, allowed or made possible by the 
deposit or placing of any coin, plate, disc, 
slug or key into any slot, crevice or other 
opening, or by the payment of any fee or 
fees, the following license fees: 

For each such machine, device, apparatus. 
pin marble game, table or board, which is 
used or permitted to be used, for a sum or 
fee in the excess of one (1) cent or by the 
deposit of a coin of the value of more than 
one (1) cent in any slot, crevice or other 
opening or by the deposit of any plate, disc 
or slug in any slot, crevice or other opening 
which said slugs, disc or plates may be ac- 
quired or purchased from any source what- 
soever for a price of more than one (1) cent 
for each such disc, slug or plate, the sum 
of three dollars ($3) per year, or fractional 
part thereof, for each such apparatus, device. 
machine, pin marble game, table or board. 

For each such machine, device, apparatus, 
pin marble game, table or board which is 
used or permitted to be used, for a sum or 
fee of one (1) cent or less, or by the deposit 
of a coin of the value of one (1) cent or less 
in any slot, crevice or other opening, or by 
the deposit of any plate, disc or siug in any 
slot, crevice or other opening, which said 
slugs, discs or plates may be acquired or pur- 
chased from any source whatsoever for a 
price of one (1) cent or less for each such 
disc, slug or plate, the sum of two dollars ($2) 
per year, or fractional part thereof, for each 
such apparatus. device, machine, pin marble 
game, table or board. 

The term “person” as used herein shall in- 
clude the following: 

(a) Any person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation which owns any such machine, de- 
vice. apparatus, game table or board; 

(b) The person, firm or corporation or asso- 
elation in whase place of business any such 
machine, device, apparatus, game, table or 
board is placed for use by the public; 

(c) Ary person, firm, corporation Of asso- 
ciation having control over such machine, 
equipment or device, game, table or board: 
provided, however, the payment of such fee 
hy any person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion enumerated in subsectione (a), (b) or 
(c) hereof shall be deemed a compliance with 
this section of this ordinance. 

For each such apparatus, machine, device, 
pin marble game, table or board, the kind or 
character referred to herein shall have 
Stamped upon the same a serial number to 
identify such machine and any license issued 
pursuant hereto shall be issued for a par- 
ticular machine, apparatus, device or any pin 
marble game, table or board. Such license 
shall be affixed upon the machine for which 
the sare was issued in a conspicuous place 
and shall remain upon said machine, device, 
apparatus, pin marble game, table or board 
until a new and different license is issued for 
such machine, device, apparatus, pin marble 
game, table or board. No license shall be 
transferable to eny person, firm or corpora- 
tion or from one machine, apparatus or device 
to another. 

Section 2. That Ordinance No. 56,600 ap- 
proved November 24, 1926, be and the same 
is hereby amended by adding Section 27B 
thereto, said section to read as follows: 

27B. For every person engaged in the busi- 
ness of maintaining any amusement machine, 
apparatus or device designed or constructed 
for the purpose of producing or reproducing, 
or playing any musical tone or tones or com- 
bination ef tones, other than such machine, 
apparatus or device of the kind or character 
desciibed in Section 18 hereof, the use, opera- 
tion or playing of such machine, apparatus or 
device is permitted or allowed by the deposit 
of any coin, plate, disc or key in any slot, 
crevice or other opening, or by the payment 
of any fee therefor, the sum of one dollar 
($1) per year or fractional part thereof for 
each such machine, apparatus or device. 

The term “person” as used herein shall in- 
clude the following: 

(a) The person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation which owns any such machine, de- 
vice or apparatus; 

(bo) The person, firm, corporation or asso- 


ciation in whose place of business any such 
machine, device or apparatus is placed for 
use by the public. 


(c) Any person, firm or corporation having 
control over such machines, equipment or 
device; provided, however, that the payment 
of such fee by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion enumerated im subsections (a), (b) or 
fc) hereof shall be deemed a compliance with 
this section of this ordinance. 


Each such apparatus, machine or device of 
the kina or character referred to herein shall 
have stamped upon the same a serial number 
to identify such machine, apparatus or device 
and any license issued pursuant hereto shall 
be issued for a particular machine, apparatus 
or device. Such license shall be affixed upon 
the machine for which the same was issued 
in a conspicuous place and shall remain upon 
said machine, device or apparatus until a new 
and different license is issued for such ma- 
chine, aevice or apparatus. No ilcense shall 
be transferable to any person, firm or cor- 
poration or from one machine, apparatus or 
device to another. 

Section 3. The city clerk shall cer to the 
passage of this ordinance and cause same 
to be published once in The Los Angeles Daily 
Journal.

Trade-mark serial No. 343,870 wes en- 
tered for John Franklin Meyer, Chicago, 
protecting the name of the Novelty 
Merchantman, new digger machine made 
by Exhibit Supply Company.

They were Andrew 
Downie and his wife, professionally 
known as Mile. La Tena. In that 1895 
Wallace program *Andrew Downie did 2 
flying perch act and his original clown 
spade dance. Mlle. La Tena was fea- 
tured in a rolling globe and juggling 
specialty. 


Among the notable members of that 
1895 Wallace organization, it is timely 
to mention that Lew Nichols was mak- 
ing his third season as side-show man- 
ager and had been 18 years in circus 
business. Archie Royer was then in his 
16th year of acrobatic and comedy 
clowning, and in 1934 is still active as 
@ circus entertainer. He and his daugh- 
ter, Patty, the “Lady Jack Dempsey,” 
presenting the concert feature in the 
Gregg-Curtis Circus. Sallie Hughes, a 
native of Cincinnati, began as a trapeze 
performer in 1888; in 1889 was trained 
by John Wilson to ride Roman standing 
races. Lottie Aymar, daughter of Walter 
B. Aymar, trained in that systematic 
way characteristic of the Aymar family, 
she had grown up a star equestrienne in 
the Barnum, Forepaugh, Orrin Bros. and 


other big shows. Emma Dorr, race rider 
and slack-wire artist, began her circus 
career in South America with the 
Courtney & Sanford Show. Elvira San- 
soni, known as “The Female Sandow,” 
came to America from Austria in 1894. 


The first month of the 1895 season 
included stands in Indiana, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia and North Carolina. 
Memorial Day was played in Petersburg. 
Va. In June West Virginia, Missouri, 
Iowa and Nebraska were added to the 
States on the season’s route. In Des 
Moines, Ia., opposition was strong. The 
Wallace date was June 22, Walter L. 
Main Circus July 1, and Barnum & 
Bailey being billed while the Wallace 
performance was going on. July 4 was 
played in Emporia. Kan. The month.of 
July added Kansas, Colorado, Utah, 
Idaho, Oregon and Washington to the 
list of States. San Francisco was 
reached for a nine days’ engagement, be- 
ginning September 7, in the Central 
Park grounds. September and October 
added California, Arizona. New Mexico 
and Texas to the route, and November 
added Louisiana.

At Seaside

Britain’s leading holiday 
affair has plenty of coin- 
operated games for guests 
> 


LONDON, June 9.—More coin-operated 
amusement machines in evidence than 
ever at Blackpool, Britain’s greatest sea- 
side show place during this Whitsun 
holiday season. Pin games, including 
Pontiac, Jig Saw and Knickerbocker, 
were much in evidence. Knickerbocker 
table made its first appearance in 
Britain in a funland called the Bee. All 
arcades and pin tableariums were giv- 
ing prizes for certain scores. 


Southport, seaside resort near Black- 
pooi, is also strong for pin games. Here, 
British Chester-Pollard games in the ma- 
jority, with a number of Pontiac, Jig 
Saw and Blue Ribbon machines. Prizes 
on the pin games ranged from cigarets 
to motorcycles. 


Shooting or target machines ranked 
next in popularity to pin games at both 
Blackpool and Southport. Machines 
chiefly British made, but a few American 
machines were in evidence. Only late 
arrival seen was a novelty device made 
by Original Amusements of Southend, 
called the Wishing Well. 

Preparations are now well in hand 
for the annual Brewers’ Exhibition to 
be held in November at Agricultural 
Hall, Islington, London. The automatic 
section at this show is a regular feature, 
and British coindom is already making 
big plans for it. Unlike the British In- 
dustries Fair, distributors may exhibit 
American machines. 


Lord Trenchard, commissioner of po- 
lice for the metropolitan area, has defi- 
nitely banned certain types of slot ma- 
chines at Mitcham Fair, one of the big- 
gest events of its kind in England. Last 
year about 160 machines of the type 
banned were operated at the fair. 


Arthur Burrows and son, of Burrows 
Automatic Supply Company, arrived 
back from the United States on the 
Berengaria May 18. Both spoke very 
highly of the splendid reception ac- 
corded them by coin-machine folk in 
Chicago. Also on the same boat was A. 
G. Gasparro, of Weston Novelty Com- 
pany, London and New York. Mr. Gas- 
parro’s stay in England was brief, for 
he is already on his way back to the 
States. 


London coin-machine correspondent 
of The Billboard adds this personal note 
to his weekly news report: 

“I have just returned from a week's 
stay in Blackpool and district. Slot 
machines there in profusion, but from 
the point of view of public appeal pin 
games rule the roost. Newer kinds like 
Pontiac and Jig Saw enjoyed almost 
ceaseless play. Apart from this, things 
are pretty quiet over here just now. 
Burrowes and son enfoyed themselves 
thoroly while in Chicago—they will 
never forget their visit and the way they 
were entertained.”
